And for 
those who have been wronged and betrayed: I| am your retribution. I 
am your retribution." 


Is God trying to tell us something about Trump? New York City became the 
global epicenter of the plague, and that is where Trump was born and 
raised and chose to erect his Babylonian Trump Tower. When Trump 
moved the Republican National Convention to Florida, his second home 
and location of his gaudy Mar-a-Lago estate, Florida became the new 
epicenter and the physical convention had to be scrapped. When Trump 
arrogantly held a rally in Tulsa, Kevin Stitt became the first American 
governor to contract the coronavirus and Herman Cain died from the 
disease shortly thereafter.

Donald Trump attempts to beguile Christians by posing with a Bible he has 
obviously never read and certainly never attempted to live by, since he 
cheated on his pregnant wives, grabbed unsuspecting women by the 
genitals, and became wealthy by ripping off his hardworking 
subcontractors. Please note that the face of Trump's Bible is blank and 
completely black. The Bible being held by Trump is the Revised Standard 
Version, which has been rejected by evangelical Christians because it 
replaces "virgin" with "young woman," denying the Immaculate 
Conception. Trump held the Bible upside down and backwards during the 
grotesque photo-op, mocking Jesus Christ and the Christian faith.

On the Ides of March, the day Rome went from a republic to a dictatorship, 
Trump had 666 delegates. Trump was born on a blood moon in 1946. Such 
things are explained in detail on this page. What does God Almighty think 
of Trump? The coronavirus seems like a major clue. And in the picture 
above the last three words spell out: WELCOME EVER END.

The picture above is 666 Fifth Avenue, a street symbolic of money

pentagram around the 666 centerpiece! Oh, and the Trump family paid 
$1.8 billion for the building, and that's three more sixes (18=6+6+6). 


Another Trump Fifth Avenue property, the babylonian Trump Tower, is 203 
meters tall according to multiple reports. And 203 meters = 666 feet. 


Trump owns a gold-and-diamond-encrusted penthouse in the Trump 
Tower, complete with paintings of Apollo and erotic statues of the pagan 
Greek sex god Eros and his consort Psyche. Trump Tower is a modern 
Tower of Babel, a pagan Ziggurat complete with hanging gardens like those 
of Babylon, in the form of an inverted pyramid (pictured above). And 
please keep in mind that Kush, the son of Ham who was cursed by God, 
was the founder of Babylon. Of course Jared Kushner is Trump's son-in- 
law, meaning that his daughter is now Ivanka Kushner. 


On the Ides of March, Trump had 666 delegates (image below). The Ides of 
March marked a turning point in Roman history, as the Roman Republic 
became a Roman Empire ruled by a succession of dictators.

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On August 21, 2019 we saw Trump fully reveal himself as a false Messiah

The Trump coat of arms (on the right below) contains three snakelike 
number six symbols in mirror images on the left and right. The tails of the 
three lions in the center shield form a third snakelike 666. There are more 
snakelike sixes in the branches and leaves. The Trump coat of arms was 
quite obviously copied from the Davies family coat of arms (on the left). 
The word Integritas (Integrity) was replaced by Trump (Deceit) and the 
gaudy golden sixes were added. Joseph Edward Davies was the third 
husband of Marjorie Merriweather Post, the socialite who built the Mar-a- 
Lago resort. The Davies family has considered suing Trump over the stolen 


coat of arms, according to BBC andNew York Times articles. 


Jesus Christ, full of love, mercy and compassion, said, "Suffer the little 
children to come unto me." What would the Antichrist, the antithesis of 
Christ, say and do? Trump has children ripped from their mothers’ breasts, 
never to be reunited, then throws toddlers into icy cages without blankets, 
soap or toothpaste.

And now Trump has turned his pitiless gaze on American children. In the 
middle of a pandemic, when he says his friend Roger Stone, a convicted

schools, while he calls regulations to protect them "too tough" and "too 
expensive"?

The Trump surname is an anglicized version of the German name Drumptf.

Donald John Drumpf in American ASCII computer code is 666. 


Donald Trump called himself the Brexit candidate and Don Brexit in 
American gematria is 666.

The eclipse started 
on 6-14-6 and ended on 6-15-6. Of course 1+5=6, so the blood moon ended 
on 6-6-6 and that was Trump's first full day on earth! Exactly 666 days after 


Trump was born the horrific Der Yassin massacre took place in Israel on 
April 9, 1948, making peace impossible thereafter. 


On January 20, 2019 there was a super blood wolf moon that passed over 
the White House on the anniversary of Trump's inauguration as 
president, at the exact midpoint of his four-year term (Trump took office 
on Jan. 20, 2017). In Washington DC the greatest eclipse occurred at 12:12 
am = 6666.

North Korea announced a "successful" and 
"highly significant" test of an "ultramodern tactical weapon" despite 
Trump's lies that he would prevent North Korea from developing such 
advanced weapons. A federal judge had to prevent Trump from interfering 
with freedom of the press after he tried to ban reporter Jim Acosta from 
White House press briefings. Trump awarded the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom — the nation’s highest civilian honor — to Miriam Adelson, the 
wife of Trump mega-donor Sheldon Adelson, a casino magnate like Trump.

Donald John Trump's real name in German is Donald Johann Drumpf and 
each name has Six letters = 666. 


Donald Trump announced his candidacy for president on June 16, 2015 = 
6+(1*6)+(1+5) = 666. On the Ides of March, he had 666 delegates (image 
below). The Ides of March marked a turning point in Roman history, as the 
Roman Republic became a Roman Empire ruled by a succession of 
dictators. On October 28, 2016 the FiveThirtyEight website had Trump with 
a 66.6 percent chance of winning the election in Utah, the citadel of 
Mormonism. 
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The number 666 denotes arrogance, pride, egotism, the love of money and 


power, and militarism: all things Donald Trump brags about as if they were 
virtues. 


There was a total lunar eclipse on the day Donald Trump was born (June 
14, 1946). A total lunar eclipse is known as a "blood moon." The Bible 
prophesies that the moon will turn to blood before "the great and terrible 
day of the LORD." 


Most Christians are aware of the "budding of the fig tree" as a sign of the 
end times. The budding of the fig tree is interpreted to be the rebirth of 
Israel as a nation. Trump was born in 1946, the year the US reversed its 
position on the establishment of a Jewish state in Israel. On the eve of Yom 
Kippur, 1946, President Harry S. Truman issued a statement indicating, for 
the first time, official U.S. support for the creation of a "viable Jewish 
state."

The Palmach Information Center calls Operation 
Markolet "the largest and most comprehensive of all the Jewish Resistance 
Movement's operations." And Operation Markolet was successful, 
because within a few months the British government announced that it 
would remove all its troops from the region. It was the removal of British 
troops from Palestine that, more than anything, allowed Israel to become 
a reality. But Trump's relationship to Israel is extremely doubtful. He has 
made it clear that all he cares about is "winning" himself and acquiring 
money and power. He has accepted gifts and accolades from the House of 
Saud, the rulers of Saudi Arabia, who do not recognize Israel at all. The oil- 
rich nations surrounding Israel have a lot more money and influence than 
Israel. Trump has already reneged on his promise to move the US Embassy 
to Jerusalem. Why? And the Bible says that the Antichrist will talk about 
"peace" while betraying Israel. 


The Trump family bought the most expensive single building ever 
purchased in the United States, at 666 Fifth Avenue, a street symbolic of 
money (Mammon), materialism, hubris and power. As reported by The 
New York Times, the Trump family paid $1.8 billion for the most expensive 
American building (18 = 3*6 = 666), which is owned through Ivanka Trump 
and her husband Jared Kushner.

6, 1986 =6-6-6. 
The project that Trump took over that day, the renovation of the famous 
Wollman Rink, led to the idea for The Apprentice when the finale of 
a Survivor season was later held at the Wollman. So on that fateful 6-6- 
6 date, Donald Trump jump-started both his career in politics and his 
career as a "reality" TV star. 


The Trump SoHo Hotel Condominium, called an "artists' enclave" by 
Donald Trump, was announced on The Apprentice on June 6, 2006 = 6-6-6. 


On the same date, 6-6-6, an article in Christian Science Monitor predicted 
that "Pragmatism May TRUMP Zeal as Iran's Power Grows." 


On the same date, 6-6-6, a TruthDig article was titled "The Eve of 
Destruction." The Barry McGuire song "Eve of Destruction" begins "The 
eastern world it is exploding!" Trump vows to make the Middle East 
explode. 


Donald Trump has been given plenteous free air time by the Fox network, 
and the letters in "Fox" (6+15+24) form another 666. The terms "trump" 
and "fox" both have connotations of trickery and deception. 


Brexit Trump yields 966 in Jewish gematria, 996 in English gematria, and 
166 in simple gematria! "I Am guiding you" also yields 966 in Jewish 
gematria. Donald Trump said that he should be called "Mr. Brexit" and 
since his family is German that would be Herr Brexit, which yields 669 in 
Jewish gematria. 


The day Trump was born (June 14, 1946) the Baruch Plan was unveiled.

Russia and its government's support for Mr. Trump — helped along by Aras 
and Emin." Goldstone's subject heading was: "Re: Russia - Clinton - private 


and confidential." This was collusion that can be interpreted as Putin's 


godless government helping the Antichrist become president of the 
United States. It seems obvious that Donald Trump was aware of the 


meeting and knew something big was brewing, because the next day, June 
7, he announced via Twitter that he would deliver a "major speech" to 
discuss "all the things that have taken place with the Clintons." In his 
victory speech that day, Trump promised to deliver a major address about 
Mrs. Clinton’s "corrupt dealings" to give "favorable treatment" to foreign 
governments, including "the Russians." 


On June 9, 2016 = 696 = Donald Trump sent his infamous tweet about 
Hillary Clinton's missing 33,000 emails and promised a "major Hillary 
speech" shortly after Donald Trump Jr., Jared Kushner and Paul Manafort 
had what appears to have been a treasonous backdoor meeting with 
Russian government agent Natalia Veselnitskaya. The Trump Tower 
meeting took place at 4:00pm. Rob Goldstone, the Russian proxy who set 
up the meeting, posted on Facebook that he was "preparing for meeting" 
at Trump Tower on June 9. Reince Priebus was photographed walking into 
Trump Tower at 10:53am and his appearance was noted by AP reporter 
Jonathan Lemire in a tweet. It is known that Donald Trump was in the 
Trump Tower at the time of the meeting, since he arrived at 1:02pm, 
although it is not clear whether he attended. But either way he would have 
known the results in time to make his announcements. Around 40 minutes 
after the meeting commenced, Trump tweeted Hillary Clinton a dig about 
her emails. This is also the time Roger Stone predicted that Trump would 
"destroy" Hillary Clinton. Other people known to have attended the Trump 
Tower meeting include Irakly "Ike" Kaveladze, Anatoli Samachornov and 
Rinat Akhmetshin, a former Soviet counterintelligence officer suspected of 


"having ongoing ties to Russian Intelligence." When Corey Lewandowski 
was asked on NBC's Meet the Press why he had not been invited to the 
meeting, he replied that he was at a Trump rally in Florida on the meeting 
date, but there was no rally in Florida that day and Trump himself was in 
Trump Tower that afternoon. So it seems very possible that the meeting 
was "bigger" than advertised. 


The Antichrist will be the Father of Lies in the flesh. Here is the web of lies 
the Trumps told about the Trump Tower meeting. In a June 14, 2016 email, 
five days after the meeting, Rob Goldstone forwarded a news story about 
Russian hacking of Democrats' emails, describing the news as "eerily 
weird" in light of what had been discussed at Trump Tower. So obviously 
more than adoptions was discussed, and it sounds as if the meeting was 
really about hacking email accounts. This email exchange contradicted the 
initial statement by Trump Jr. that "there was no follow up" after the 
meeting, as well as his September 2017 testimony to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in which he stated: "Rob, Emin and | never discussed the 
meeting again." In a November 2017 statement to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, Veselnitskaya said "I have no relationship with Mr. Chaika, his 
representatives and his institutions other than those related to my 
professional functions as a lawyer." However in April 2018 she described 
herself as "an informant," adding that "since 2013, | have been actively 
communicating with the office of the Russian prosecutor general," Yury 
Chaika. Donald Trump Jr. lied about the meeting repeatedly. He first 
claimed the meeting was solely about Russian adoptions. But when his 
emails about Russian "dirt" on Mrs. Clinton were about to be published 
by The New York Times, he changed his story to say he had hoped for "dirt" 
but didn't get any. Trump Jr. then lied when he told Sean Hannity that only 
emails were involved. But he later admitted to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee that he had three phone conversations with Emin Agalarov. 


Then it turned out that Trump Jr. hadn't written his original fictitious 
account of what happened. Rather, his father had dictated the account 
while on Air Force One. According to The Washington Post, Trump Sr. had 
“overruled the consensus" of Trump Jr., Kushner, aides, and lawyers, who 
favored issuing a transparent account "because they believed the 
complete story would eventually emerge." Hope Hick, who had been with 
Trump Sr. when he dictated the false account, resigned immediately after 
testifying that she had told "white lies" for Trump Sr. White House Press 
Secretary Sarah Huckabee Sanders initially stated that Trump "certainly 
didn't dictate, but ... he weighed in, offered suggestions, like any father 
would do". But in a confidential letter from Trump's legal team to special 
counsel Robert Mueller, Trump's lawyers acknowledged that Trump Sr. 
had in fact dictated the first statement, thus contradicting prior 
representations. If the meeting was innocent, why all the lies? If seems 
obvious that there was collusion, that the collusion resulted in Trump 
winning the presidential election, and that the meeting was arranged on 6- 
6-6 and took place on 6-9-6. 


On March 6, 2009 (the sixth day of the third month = 3*6 = three more 
sixes), the S&P bottomed at 666. On that day, Donald Trump told CBS News 
that he was "gobbling up" properties in Washington D.C. (Little did anyone 
know at the time that the property he had in mind was the White House!)

Ezekiel 
repeats the phrase three times, as if he doesn't want us to miss the 
significance of the names. In Assyrian and Greek histories, Meshech 
appears as Musku, Muski or Mushki (all related to the Russian capital city 
of Moscow). Here's a compressed historical explanation: "An ancient Slav 
tribe, the Meshchera, settled not far from present-day Moscow. Since then 
the region has been called Meschera." (Sputnik, Novosti Press Agency, p. 
96). Please note that Tubal comes last, and there may be a reason. Tubal 
is believed to have been in the Black Sea region of Russia. Since Russia 
recently invaded and conquered Crimea—a peninsula which juts out into 
the Black Sea and is surrounded by water on all sides—this would be a last 
step toward what Ezekiel predicted thousands of years ago! It seems Tubal, 
Thobel, Tabal, Tabali, Tubla, Tuplai, Tibareni and similar names all refer to 
the same people: they were a fair-haired Iberian tribe who crossed 
the Caucasus Mountains (the first Caucasians), then ended up settling 


around the Caspian Sea and Black Sea regions, including Crimea. (It's ironic 
that the modern-day name of the peninsula is Crimea, since the prince of 
Rush and Meshek committed a crime when he stole it by force of arms.) 
Here's further evidence: according to the Jamieson-Fausset-Brown Bible 
Commentary, the Scythian Tauri in the Crimea were called the Rhos, the 
likely root of Russia. Ezekiel speaks of them as dwelling in "the uttermost 
parts of the north." So it seems this prophecy is describing an immense, 
very powerful nation far north of Israel, where people had lighter-colored 
hair and were known to be savage warriors (which is how the ancient 
Greeks described the Tauri/Rhos/Russ people they encountered). Now, if 
you take a map and draw a straight line north of Israel, the first land you'll 
reach past the Black Sea is Crimea, and if you keep going north you'll end 
up in Moscow! 


Did the prophet Ezekiel spell everything out for us, literally, so that we 


would have no doubt about the dangers posed by Russia to Israel? If so, 
why are so many American Christians supporting Trump, when he is so 
obviously aiding and abetting Russia, and admitting it in his tweets? 


Russia, under the dictatorial leadership of Vladimir Putin, is supporting 
Syria, the sworn enemy of Israel. Russia is also aligned with Iran, a nation 
that has threatened to "annihilate" Israel. (Iran is the Persia of Ezekiel's 
prophecy, which says Middle Eastern nations like Persia, Libya and Ethiopia 
will join the hordes of Gog and Magog in the attack on Israel.) Russia has 
also been accused of selling advanced weapons to Hezbollah, a terrorist 
organization dedicated to the destruction of Israel.

According to a recent 
report from the Trump administration, the separations continue to occur, 
and it is too much of a "burden" to even try to correct the problem. What 
if the children in question were yours? Are they not also children of God? 
Where does the Bible ever say that children should be despised, rejected 
and taken from their mothers just because they're poor and have no good 
options? Is that what a Christian nation does, or a Christian president? 


What does MAGA mean, really? A MAGA or MAGUS is a follower of the 


Sun God. Lucifer is a sun god, called the "morning star." Thus a MAGUS is 
a magician, a sorcerer, an astrologer. MAGI is the plural form of 
MAGA/MAGUS and we all know the story of the three MAGI who followed 
and interpreted the stars.

And let's not forget that the theme song to The Apprentice was "For the 
Love of Money," with Almighty God replaced by "the Almighty Dollar." 


Trump's real allegiance is to Mammon, and thus according to the Bible, 
he must hate God. And indeed he seems to despise every teaching of 
Christ and always does exactly the opposite of what Jesus would do! 


And please make no mistake that American neo-Nazis who chant "Hail 
Trump!" just as their German predecessors once chanted "Heil Hitler!" are 
virulently anti-Jewish and anti-Israel. The Charlottesville neo-Nazis were 
"obsessed" with Jews, according to reporters. On their antisemitic 
websites the Nazis posted calls to burn a local synagogue, the 
Congregation Beth Israel. They stationed men in fatigues armed with semi-

Trump. They worship Trump with cries of "Hail!" which echo the German

to defend the neo-Nazis by saying that both sides were to blame. That's 
like saying Jews would have been to blame if they had resisted what the 
Nazis did to them during the Holocaust.

Is Trump an anti-Christ, or negative image of Christ? Take, for instance, 
Trump's response to the Puerto Rico disaster: 


"| have no reaction. The mayor's living on a cot, and | hope the President 
has a good day of golf." This was the response of Russel Honore, the retired 
general appointed by Bush to take over the federal response to Katrina in 
2005. (We think this one is especially worth copying and pasting, sharing 
and tweeting.) 


Would Jesus Christ, or any true Christian, soend hundreds of millions of 
dollars on extended golf vacations, selling overpriced ball caps and talking 
hypocritically about "making America great again," when the money could 
be used to help people suffering and dying in the aftermath of two utterly 
devastating hurricanes? We all know the answer, and yet millions of 
evangelical Christians are still supporting Trump. Why? 


Beastly Behavior? 


And what about Donald Trump's creepy, incestuous-sounding comments 
about his daughter Ivanka? 


BuzzFeed reported that Washington Post columnist Richard Cohen quoted 
Trump asking of his 13-year-old daughter Ivanka: "Is it wrong to be more 
sexually attracted to your own daughter than your wife?" 
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When Trump was watching his 16-year-old daughter Ivanka host the 1997 
Miss Teen USA pageant, he turned to the then-Miss Universe and asked: 


"Don't you think my daughter's hot? She's hot, right?" 


Trump said on the Howard Stern Show in 2003 when Ivanka was 22 that 
"she's got the best body." Trump bragged about his daughter's body, 
saying: "You know who’s one of the great beauties of the world, according 
to everybody? And | helped create her. Ivanka. My daughter, Ivanka. She's 
six feet tall, she's got the best body. She made a lot money as a model—a 
tremendous amount." 


The next year, 2004, Trump told Howard Stern that it was okay to call his 


daughter a piece of ass. 


Trump: "My daughter is beautiful, Ivanka." 
Stern: "By the way, your daughter..." 
Trump: "She's beautiful!" 


Stern: "Can say this? A piece of ass. 
Trump: "Yeah." 


The same year, Trump said: "Let me tell you one thing: Ivanka is a great, 
great beauty. Every guy in the country wants to go out with my daughter!" 


Is this how father embraces his daughter? 


Trump and Ivanka appeared together on The Viewin 2006, while 
promoting season three of The Apprentice. When asked how he would 
react if Ivanka, a former teen model, posed for Playboy, Trump replied, "It 
would be really disappointing — not really — but it would depend on 


what's inside the magazine." He added: "I don't think lvanka would do that, 
although she does have a very nice figure. I've said if Ivanka weren't my 
daughter, perhaps I'd be dating her. Isn't that terrible? How terrible? Is 
that terrible?" Yes, it would be terrible, because we all know what Trump 
does on his dates, as attested by porn stars and other women. 


Is this how father kisses his daughter? 
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On the Howard Stern Show, in October 2006, Stern remarked that Ivanka 
"looks more voluptuous than ever" and asked if she had breast implants. 
"She's actually always been very voluptuous," Trump responded. "She's 
tall, she's almost six feet tall and she's been, she's an amazing beauty." Just 
an average father discussing his daughter's boobs on nationwide media! 


What kind of father describes his daughter as voluptuous and keeps talking 
about how he would like to "date" her, when we all know that means 
having sexual intercourse with her? 


In 2013, Donald and Ivanka Trump were guests on the Wendy Williams 
Show and they were asked to play a game called "Fave Five." Wendy asked 
Ivanka, "What's the favorite thing you have in common with your father?" 
Ivanka replied, "Either real estate or golf." When it was Trump's turn to 
answer, he said, "I was going to say sex but | can't relate that to her." But 
the thought seems to always spring into his mind when his daughter's 
name is mentioned. 


In a Rolling Stone interview in September 2015, Trump said: "Yeah, she's 
really something, and what a beauty, that one. If | weren't happily married 
and, ya know, her father..." 


On the Dr. Ozshow in September 2016, Trump was discussing long- 
awaited details about his health, and was joined on stage for the pre- 
record by Ivanka. After they kissed, the host commented: "It's nice to see 
a dad kiss his daughter." According to several studio witnesses, Trump 
replied that he kisses Ivanka "with every chance [he] gets." The comment 
was apparently edited out of the final cut of the show when it aired. 


The joke's on US (the United States) if we ever believed that Trump was 


going to build an "impenetrable" wall that Mexico was going to pay for. 
Here is proof positive 


Trump's "impenetrable" steel slat fence can easily be cut apart with an 
inexpensive saw purchased at a 24-hour Home Depot! Like his fraudulent 
"charity" and his fraudulent "university," Trump's wall is a fraud, whatever 
he calls it. Trump used his fraudulent wall to get elected president, 
knowing Mexico would never pay for it. Trump authorized the testing of 
the various prototypes of his downgraded fence, so he knows full well that 
his latest proposal is not going to keep anyone out who really wants to get 
in.

Conway concluded 
her lie fest by suggesting, along with Steve Bannon, that the free press 
should "keep its mouth shut and just listen for a while" to this Antichrist. 
When asked directly if everyone should shut up and listen to Trump, a man 
who is the exact opposite of Jesus Christ in every way, Conway replied, like 
a dutiful slave of evil, "I think that we should all." So don't question, don't 
think, just listen and obey.

Trump would sometimes brag about his adulterous sexual exploits via 
pseudonyms he invented, like John Baron and John Miller. At one point, 
"John Miller" bragged to a reporter that in addition to living with his 
mistress Marla Maples, Donald Trump had "three other girlfriends." 


In his 1997 book The Art of the Comeback, Trump boasted: "If | told the 
real stories of my experiences with women, often seemingly very happily 
married and important women, this book would be a guaranteed best- 
seller." 


Trump was recorded having a conversation with Billy Bush on the set 
of Access Hollywood. Just months after he married his third and current 
wife, Melania, Trump was recorded discussing his attempts to seduce a 


woman who he admitted was married. "I did try and fuck her. She was 
married," Trump said. "I moved on her like a bitch, but | couldn’t get there. 


More Trump 666 Connections 


Matt Haig, a best-selling British writer, wrote a Facebook post about 
Trump that concludes: "It might be the end of the world.

In the Heidi Klum video in which she responds to Trump's sexist remark 
that she is no longer a ten, Klum wears a t-shirt inscribed with the number

intention to build a new multi-million-dollar casino in Las Vegas. 
Trump has been praised and endorsed by leading Baptist pastors like Jerry 
Falwell Jr., David Jeremiah, Robert Jeffress and James F. Linzey. The last 
hymn in the Baptist Hymnal is hymn number 666. 
On October 28, 2016 the FiveThirtyEight website had Trump with 
a 66.6 percent chance of winning the election in Utah, the citadel of 
Mormonism. 


Lies of the Antichrist 


The Bible says the Antichrist will claim to be a "Savior" but he will be a false 
messiah, and the "reverse" image of Jesus Christ. Therefore the Antichrist 
will be a hypocrite and a liar. And who has ever been more hypocritical or 
a bigger liar than Donald Trump? 


"I will give you everything," Trump actually promised during the campaign. 
“Every dream you’ve ever dreamed for your country’ will come true! 


Trump then: He blasted Ted Cruz and Hillary Clinton for cozying up to 
Goldman Sachs financiers, claiming that other candidates were "owned" 
by bankers who made them their political "slaves."

Jesus told Peter that 
Christians should pay their taxes: "Render unto Caesar 
Would Jesus Christ vote for a man who said that he "loves" war, called 
himself the most "militaristic" person on the planet, and said that he would 
order American troops to hunt down and kill women and children?

Christianity Today was founded by Billy Graham. In a recent article its 


executive editor, Andy Crouch, wrote: "That Trump has been, his whole 
adult life, anidolater" and "a singularly unrepentant one, should have 
been clear to everyone." Crouch's article concludes about Trump: "He 
wantonly celebrates strongmen and takes every opportunity to humiliate 
and demean the vulnerable. He shows no curiosity or capacity to learn. He 
is, in short, the very embodiment of what the Bible calls a fool." Yes, and 
what about the hypocrisy factor? Conservative Christians were ready to 
impeach Bill Clinton for having consensual sex with Monica Lewinsky, who 
flashed her thong at him and invited his advances. Why then did they vote 
for aman who gropes women's genitals without their consent, and barges 
into women's dressing rooms, then brags about his "privileges" to fellow 
playboy Howard Stern?

Kings were 
once above the law of the land, but the American Founding Fathers fought 
a war against such tyranny. Their revolutionary idea was that a 
government and its leaders must be held accountable to "we the people.”

Trump's God Complex 


Does Donald Trump have a God complex? According to Barbara Res, one 
of Trump's highest-ranking female employees: "He got too famous. He 
started believing his own shit. He got way too famous and, you know, 
people were telling him he was great and he was buying that. He started 
thinking that he walked on water, he really did ... Now, | don’t think he 
respects anybody. | don’t think there’s a person alive that he respects, 
because he thinks he’s God." 


Even worse, many Christians seem to agree with Trump that he can walk 
on water. Trump has become the self-proclaimed messiah of a bizarre new 
cult and religion, which should probably be called Trumpism or Drumpfism. 
Of course Trump is the absolute antithesis of Jesus Christ, but the prophets 
of the Bible warned that even the very elect would follow the Antichrist. 


Now we can see it happening before our eyes. Trump brags about grabbing 
women's genitals without their consent, and still American Christians vote 
for him. Trump says that he will be "neutral" on Israel, and he says that 
Saudi Arabia, with its hard-line rejection of Israel, should be allowed to 
obtain nukes, even though most of the 9-11 attackers were Saudis. But still 
American Christians support Trump. He brags about being rich and not 
paying federal taxes, when Jesus told the parable of the camel and the 
needle's eye, and clearly said that Christians should pay their taxes. Over 
and over, Trump has directly refuted the teachings of the Hebrew 
prophets, Jesus, and the apostles. And yet still American Christians flock to 
his banner.

Why did Trump go to Saudi Arabia, as his first official visit as the American 
president, rather than to Israel?

(Trump's 
campaign director Roger Stone tweeted that he wanted to "puke" when 
he saw Trump bow down to accept the gilded collar from the king of the 
nation that soawned the 9-11 attackers.) The Bible says that the Antichrist 
will talk about peace, only to betray Israel. Trump is on record saying that 
Saudi Arabia should be allowed to have nukes. But he also claimed there 
was "very profound" information that the Saudis were involved in the 9-

time. Trump evidently had inside information, because 28 pages of the 
report were later declassified and high-ranking Saudis, including Prince 
Bandar, were indeed implicated. Trump said that he would ban Muslims 
from entering the United States for security purposes, but not his rich 
Muslim friends, which include the Saudi royal family! Saudi Arabia does 
not have diplomatic relations with Israel, maintaining a hard-line position. 
Trump said that he will be "neutral" on Israel and has already weaseled out 
of his promise to move the American embassy to Jerusalem, while 


criticizing the expansion of Jewish settlements in the West Bank. The Bible 
prophesies that the Antichrist will be a "little horn" who rises up, spouting 
great words and pretending to offer world peace, only to betray Israel in 
the end. A trump is a small horn. The ancient Hebrew prophets predicted 
a "Trump of Doom." Were the prophets speaking literally? Trump berated 
Barack Obama and Hillary Clinton for lacking the courage and honesty to 
use the term "radical Islam," but then when he visited Saudi Arabia, he 
hypocritically refused to use the term himself, deleting it from a speech 
with the excuse that he was "exhausted." But who has ever been too 
exhausted to say two words? Trump also apparently completed a deal to 
give Saudi Arabia "beautiful" weapons worth $350 billion over the next ten 
years. How do we know those weapons will not be used against Israel, or 
against the United States in another 9-11-type attack?

Trump avoided the draft by claiming to have "bone spurs," but called his 
sex life in the 1980s "my personal Vietnam." Citing his fear of sexually 
transmitted diseases, he said, "I feel like a great and very brave soldier." 
Trump then insulted every American prisoner of war by saying that John 
McCain was not a hero because he was captured. "I like people that 
werent captured," Trump famously (or infamously) said. 


"He completely misunderstands the military profession that he would 
head if he were the president," said Robert Killebrew, a retired colonel who 
served in the Army for more than 30 years. Others were less polite. In a 
pair of ads produced by the American Future Fund, a retired Special Forces 
commander named Michael Waltz calls Trump a draft-dodger who "hasn’t 
served this country a day in his life," and a Vietnam veteran, Tom Hanton, 
says that Trump’s quip about POWs was "the most infuriating comment | 
think I’ve heard from a politician in my entire life." One former Marine 
infantry officer described Trump to me as a '"fake-bake-ing chicken hawk" 
whose "knowledge of the Middle East could be trumped (sorry) by your 
average Georgetown sophomore." 


"Nobody reads the Bible more than me," Trump declared ahead of his third 
consecutive win in the GOP primary in the Nevada caucuses, where he just 
announced plans to build a $100 million casino. 


But it is more than obvious that Trump has never read the Bible, and 
certainly doesn't live by its teachings, or even try to. 
Trump mis-cited "Second Corinthians" as "Two Corinthians" at Liberty 
University after a verse was provided to him by Tony Perkins. Perkins said 
that Trump's mistake "shows that he's not familiar with Bible." 
Trump called the Bible his favorite book in August 2015, but then refused 
to name his favorite verse when asked repeatedly in an interview on 
Bloomberg's "With All Due Respect." 
Trump said that he likes the Old Testament and New Testament equally, 
obviously not understanding how the latter supersedes the former for 
Christians. 

Trump compared the Bible to a "great, incredible movie." He seems to 
think the Bible is a form of entertainment. 
Trump later claimed his favorite verse is "never bend to envy," which is not 
in the Bible. 


Trump says he is a Presbyterian and a member of Marble Collegiate 
Church, but Marble Collegiate is not a Presbyterian church and has no 
record of Trump being a member. 
Trump has obviously never heard of being saved by grace rather than 
works, as he said: "I'm talking about over the last number of years, I'm 
leading a very good life. | try to lead a good life and | have." 
Trump's "good life" includes cheating on his wives, bragging about his 
wealth and power, gold-plating toilets, bilking students of "Trump 
University," insulting women, and generally acting like a boor. If this 
concerns you, there is more information at Donald Trump's War on 
Women. 

Trump even bragged about grabbing "pussy" and doing "anything" he 
wants to women; _ ironically, Trump was speaking to 
Billy Bush of Access Hollywood, on the set of the soap opera Days of Our 
Lives! 


And yet Trump never bothers to ask God for forgiveness and denigrated 
Holy Communion by speaking dismissively of the "little cracker" and "little 
wine" that represent the Body and Blood of Jesus Christ. 
Who but the Antichrist would claim to be a Christian while ridiculing the 
core beliefs of Christianity? 


Is Donald Trump a Christian, as he professes to be? 

Trump told Howard Stern that he agreed with the statement that the best 
way to treat a woman is to treat her like s**t ("“doody"). 
Trump and Stern joked about women preferring men who treat them 
badly, and Trump said, "There's something to that. It's sick, isn't it?" 
Stern asked Trump to rate the three "hottest chicks" and Trump bragged, 
"I'm very, very good at it." 
Trump then named the three "hottest chicks," citing his daughter Ivanka, 
Keira Knightley and Paris Hilton. He admitted having watched Hilton's sex 


video. 

Trump bragged to Stern that the National Enquirer had published a story 
saying, as he put it, "that in the history of the world, nobody has gotten 
more beautiful women than | have." 
We can easily imagine what "has gotten" means. So Trump by his own 
admission has committed adultery with many beautiful women. 
Stern asked Trump if he would stay with his wife if she was disfigured in an 
accident. Trump said he would stay with her, if her breasts were not 
disfigured. 

Trump told Stern that he would only pay for any children Melania had, but 
would not take care of them. 
In 1997, on the Conan O'Brien show, Trump said that women were more 
aggressive than men, and much more sexually aggressive. 
Trump then showed O'Brien what he had in his jacket: a condom. 


Trump claims to be a prophet who "predicted" what would happen in Iraq. 
But he is false prophet whose "predictions" were made after the fact, 
when the results were known to the whole world. 


In fact, in an interview on the Howard Stern show in 2002, when Stern 
asked Trump if the U.S. should invade Iraq, Trump answered "Yeah, | guess 
so." You can find the interview on YouTube and via Google. 
Trump is also a false prophet when he says that he "predicted" Osama bin 
Laden in his book The America We Deserve, published in 2000. 
Trump actually did the opposite, pooh-poohing the claim that OBL was 
"public enemy one" and using him as an example of the U.S. government 
making mountains out of mole hills. 
The Bible says the Antichrist will turn his back on Israel. Trump says that 
he plans to remain "neutral" in Israel's conflict with the Palestinians. But 
does he sound "neutral" to you? 
Trump said the burden of peace rests on the Jewish state, saying a peace 


deal "will have to do with Israel and whether or not Israel wants to make 
the deal—whether or not Israel's willing to sacrifice certain things." 
Trump also said that he doesn't know whether "Israel has the commitment 
to make" a peace deal. 
Trump has expressed great affection and admiration for Mr. Putin, the man 
trying to recreate the old U.S.S.R., after all Ronald Reagan did to dismantle 
what he called an "evil empire" of communism. 
Trump's first wife, lvana, in a Vanity Fair interview published in 1990, said 
that her husband kept a book of Hitler's soeeches, My New Order, at his 
bedside. 


The number 666 denotes arrogance, pride, egotism, the love of money and 
power, and militarism: all things Donald Trump brags about as if such 
things are virtues. 
The name Donald means: World Ruler, Great Chief, Proud Chief. Think of 
a powerful Mafia don. Our word "don" derives from the 
Italian donno ("Lord") and the Latin dominus ("Master," "domination").

Trump mocked Ted Cruz, calling him a "pussy," for not being as anxious as 
Trump to resort to torture (waterboarding). What sort of man mocks and 
insults other people for not endorsing torture? 
Donald called the situation in the Middle East akin to "medieval times" and 
said "l’d bring back waterboarding, and I’d bring back a hell of a lot worse 
than waterboarding.” He sounds anxious to get started. 
Later, Trump complained that waterboarding is not horrendous enough for 
his taste. "Is it torture or not? It's so borderline," he said. "It's like minimal, 
minimal, minimal torture." 
Trump also repeated his line that we're "not going to have a country" 
unless we get tough, resort to torture, and execute people right and left, 
even if they may not be guilty of anything. Just kill someone, for 
Chrissakes! 

To illustrate his point, Trump recounted a story about Black Jack Pershing 
dipping 50 bullets in pig's blood, executing 49 people in cold blood, and 
sending back the 50th person as a warning.

Sarah Palin, Jerry Falwell Jr. and Franklin Graham, along with Mr. Putin and 
many neo-Nazi and KKK types! 
According to the Bible, the Antichrist will be a Great Deceiver, misleading 
even the very elect.

You will be successful.’ | read articles and press releases about 
Trump, along with transcripts of his soeeches and his radio show (daily 
ruminations about celebrities and current events, syndicated to more than 
400 stations). All of his books sat on my desk, and few days went by 
without my dipping into one of them for a snippet or two. Trump said the 
same things over and over and over and over again, based on the same 
few articles of faith: worship of material success, contempt for ‘losers,’ and 
certainty — above all, certainty."

When Trump moved the Republican 
Convention to Florida, his second home and location of his gaudy Mar-a- 
Lago estate, Florida became the epicenter and the convention had to be 
scrapped. When Trump arrogantly held a rally in Tulsa, Kevin Stitt became 
the first American governor to contract the coronavirus and Herman Cain 
died from the disease shortly thereafter. When Trump persisted with a 
second rally at Mount Rushmore, his eldest son's girlfriend became 
infected. When Trump continued to hold rallies, he and his wife and son 
became infected, as did Hope Hicks, who seems like an adoptive daughter 
to Trump. If there are no accidents with God, what does all this mean? 
When Italian and German Christians abandoned the example and 
teachings of Jesus Christ to follow Antichrists like Mussolini and Hitler, 
their nations were destroyed. Was that an accident of fate, or God's 


judgment? Why has the United States been singled out for the worst 
horrors of the coronavirus — far worse than Russia, China and North Korea 
with their godless rulers? Is the answer staring back at us in the picture 
below? 
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In the picture above Donald Trump attempts to beguile Christians by 
posing with a Bible which he has obviously never read and has certainly 
never attempted to live by, since he cheated on his pregnant wives, 
grabbed unsuspecting women by the genitals, had sex with porn stars, and 
became wealthy by ripping off his subcontractors and investors. Please 
note that the face of Trump's Bible is blank and completely black. The Bible 
being held by Trump is the Revised Standard Version, which has been 
rejected by evangelical Christians because it replaces "virgin" with "young 
woman," denying the Immaculate Conception. Trump has also been 
accused of holding the Bible upside down and backwards during the 


grotesque photo-op. 


What does God Almighty think of Trump? The coronavirus seems like a 
major clue. And in the picture above the last three words spell out: 
WELCOME EVER END. What does the Bible say will be the forEVER END of 
antichrists like Trump and their followers? Where will they be welcomed 
at the end of time? The Bible says heaven will be forever barred to those 
who follow and support Antichrists. 


The Bible says the Antichrist will exalt and magnify himself, claiming to be 
the "only Savior of the World." On August 21, 2019 we saw Trump fully 
reveal himself as a false Messiah when he tweeted the claim that he is the 


King of Israel" and the "Second Coming of God." Jesus was called the King 
of Israel as he was tormented and crucified. Israel has never had a king 
since. Later the same day Trump announced, "I Am the Chosen One!" as 


he looked mockingly up at the heavens. Trump used the biblical "I Am" 
when he completed his unholy trinity of heresies. The Bible predicts that 
the Antichrist ("the man of sin") will claim to be God ("I Am") and the true 
King of Israel (2 Thessalonians 2:3-10). 


When asked by Frank Luntz if he ever asks God for forgiveness of his sins, 
Trump bragged that he doesn't, then spoke dismissively of Holy 
Communion and the Body and Blood of Jesus Christ as his "little wine" and 
"little cracker." No true Christian could say such things, and Trump has 
made it clear that he considers himself to be perfect and above the laws 
of both God and man. In fact, at a town hall meeting with Sean Hannity on 
June 25, 2020, Trump called himself a "perfect person" then asked the 
audience, "Isn't that true?" Hannity had the grace to grimace at Trump 
calling himself "perfect" and immediately called for a break. Of course no 
true Christian would call himself "perfect" because that is to equate 
oneself with Jesus Christ. But on Jan. 13, 2014, Trump tweeted: "I consider 
myself too perfect and have no faults." 


Jesus Christ, full of love, mercy and compassion, said, "Suffer the little 
children to come unto me." What would the Antichrist, the antithesis of 
Christ, say and do? Trump has children ripped from their mothers’ breasts, 
never to be reunited, then throws toddlers into icy cages without blankets, 
soap or toothpaste. How can Christians support the author of such cruelty? 
Trump is doing exactly what we would expect the Antichrist to do: in every 
instance theexact oppositeof what Christ | would do. 


Is the coronavirus a judgment on Americans for electing a president who 
is the opposite of Jesus Christ in every way, and therefore the definition 
of an Antichrist? If there are no mistakes with God, what is God telling 
Americans about their self-alleged "perfect" president? 


TRUMP MATCHES BIBLICAL DESCRIPTIONS OF THE ANTICHRIST 


These Bible verses confirm that Trump exactly matches the Bible's many 
clear descriptions of the Antichrist... 


e The Holy Bible describes the Antichrist as a builder of towers, as a liar, as 
an arrogant boaster, as a lawless man who changes the law, and as a false 
messiah. 


e The first reference to the Antichrist in the Bible actually names him "little 
horn" and describes him as a loudmouth: "I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among them another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns plucked up by the roots: and, behold, in 
this horn were eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth speaking great 


things." (Daniel 7:8) 


e The first time the Antichrist is mentioned in the Bible, his fate is 
predicted: "I beheld then because of the voice of the great words which 
the horn spake: | beheld even till the beast was slain, and his body 
destroyed, and given to the burning flame." (Daniel 7:11) 


e "And the beast was captured, and with it the false prophet who in its 
presence had done the signs by which he deceived those who had received 
the mark of the beast and those who worshiped its image. These two were 
thrown alive into the lake of fire that burns with sulfur." (Revelation 
19:20) 


e "And the devil, who deceived them, was thrown into the lake of burning 
sulfur, where the beast and the false prophet had been thrown. They will 


be tormented day and night for ever and ever." (Revelation 20:10) 


e The same fate is predicted for supporters of the Antichrist. Revelation 
says that anyone who follows the Antichrist will "drink of the wine of the 
wrath of God, which is poured out without mixture into the cup of his 
indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and brimstone in the 
presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb. And the 
smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no 
rest day nor night, who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever 
receiveth the mark of his name." (Revelation 14:9-11) 


e After the Trump of Doom sounds in revelation, giving us Trump's name a 
second time, the Bible prophesies a terrible plague: "The first angel went 
and poured out his bowl on the land, and ugly, festering sores broke out 
on the people who had the mark of the beast and worshiped its image." 


(Revelation 16:2) 


After Trump was elected president, the United States lost 1.1 million 
citizens to the coronavirus, more than any other nation. 


e The Bible says that we will know that we are in the end times by the 
appearance of many antichrists like Trump: "Children, it is the last hour, 
and as you have heard that antichrist is coming, so now many antichrists 
have come. Therefore we know that it is the last hour." (1 John 2:18) 


e The Bible warns Christians not to be deceived by antichrists like Trump: 
"Beloved, do not trust every spirit but test the spirits to see whether they 
belong to God, because many false prophets have gone out into the world. 
This is how you can know the Spirit of God: every spirit that acknowledges 
Jesus Christ come in the flesh belongs to God, and every spirit that does 


not acknowledge Jesus does not belong to God. (1 John 4:1-6) 


Trump has never acknowledged Christ. Rather, Trump claims to be a 
"perfect person," equating himself with Christ. Trump says that he never 
asks God for forgiveness, but handles things on his own. Trump has spoken 
dismissively of the Body and Blood of Jesus Christ as his "little cracker" and 
"little wine." 


e "Who is the liar but he who denies that Jesus is the Christ? This is the 
antichrist, he who denies the Father and the Son." (1 John 2:22) 


e This is the antichrist, he who denies the Father and the Son. (2 
Corinthians 5:7) 


e "For many deceivers have gone out into the world, those who do not 
confess the coming of Jesus Christ in the flesh. Such a one is the deceiver 
the antichrist." (2 John 1:7) 


e Trump is a blasohemer who claims equality with Jesus Christ: "It opened 
its mouth to blaspheme God, and to slander his name and his dwelling 
place and those who live in heaven." (Revelation 13:6) 


e "Who opposes and exalts himself against every so-called god or object of 
worship, so that he takes his seat in the temple of God, proclaiming himself 
to be God." (2 Thessalonians 2:4) 


e "The king will do as he pleases. He will exalt and magnify himself above 
every god and will say unheard-of things against the God of gods. He will 
be successful until the time of wrath is completed, for what has been 
determined must take place." (Daniel 11:36) 


Over and over the Bible warns that antichrists like Trump can be identified 
because they do not confess their need for Jesus Christ but claim equality 
with God, and to be able to save themselves and others, as Trump does. 
Trump has never humbled himself before God, but proclaims himself to be 
a “perfect person" and "without fault." 


e The Bible warns of "false Christs" and "false prophets" like Trump: "For 
false Christs and false prophets will arise and perform great signs and 
wonders, so as to lead astray, if possible, even the elect." (Matthew 24:24) 


This biblical prophecy has already been fulfilled, since 80% of evangelical 
Christians voted for Trump in the 2016 presidential election. Inconceivably, 
it was deluded evangelical Christians who elected Trump president in 
2016. 


e The Bible in 2 Thessalonians 3-12 warns Christians about a "strong 
delusion" of antichrists like Trump who exalt themselves and claim to be 
"perfect" like God: "Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day 
shall not come, except there come a falling away first, and that man of sin 
be revealed, the son of perdition; Who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is worshipped; so that he as God sitteth 
in the temple of God, shewing himself that he is God. ... For the mystery 
of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will let, until he be 
taken out of the way. And then shall that wicked be revealed, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming: Even him, whose coming is after the working of 
Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, And with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they 
received not the love of the truth, that they might be saved. And for this 


cause God shall send them a strong delusion, that they should believe a 
lie: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had 
pleasure in unrighteousness." (2 Thessalonians 3-12) 


e The Bible says the antichrist will be the Devil in the flesh, the Father of 
Lies, just as Jesus was the truth in the flesh, the Son of God: "Ye are of your 
father the devil, and the lusts of your father ye will do. He was a murderer 
from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no truth 
in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, and 
the father of it." (John 8:44) 


No human being has ever lied than Trump, who told over 30,000 lies in 
four years as president of the United States. 


e The Bible describes the Antichrist as a "lawless man" and no one has ever 
been more lawless than Trump: "Let no one deceive you in any way. For 
that day will not come, unless the rebellion comes first, and the man of 
lawlessness is revealed, the son of destruction, who opposes and exalts 
himself against every so-called god or object of worship, so that he takes 
his seat in the temple of God, proclaiming himself to be God." (2 
Thessalonians 2:3-4) 


e The Bible says the Antichrist will be an arrogant boaster who changes the 
times and the law: "He shall speak words against the Most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the Most High, and shall think to change the times 
and the law; and they shall be given into his hand for a time, times, and 
half a time." (Daniel 7:25) 


e The Bible says the Antichrist will get his power from the dragon (Satan): 
"The beast | saw resembled a leopard, but had feet like those of a bear 


and a mouth like that of a lion. The dragon gave the beast his power and 
his throne and great authority." (Revelation 13:2) 


e "For the secret power of lawlessness is already at work; but the one who 
now holds it back will continue to do so till he is taken out of the way." (2 
Thessalonians 2:7) 


e "And then the lawless one will be revealed, whom the Lord Jesus will 
overthrow with the breath of his mouth and destroy by the splendor of his 
coming." (2 Thessalonians 2:8) 


e "The coming of the lawless one will be in accordance with how Satan 
works. He will use all sorts of displays of power through signs and wonders 
that serve the lie." (2 Thessalonians 2:9-10) 


As president of the United States, the lawless Trump had more power than 
any figure in the Bible. 


e "It was given power to wage war against God's holy people and to 
conquer them." (Revelation 13:7) 


Trump conquered the Republican party and evangelical Christians. 
e "In his place shall arise a contemptible person to whom royal majesty has 
not been given. He shall come in without warning and obtain the kingdom 


by flatteries." (Daniel 11:21) 


Trump conquered evangelical Christians by telling them what they wanted 
to hear, rather than the truth. 


e Daniel 9:25 mentions a wall being built "in troublous times." 


e Daniel 11:21-24 describes a "vile person" who will "obtain the kingdom 
by flatteries" and "work deceitfully" in order to "become strong with a 
small people." This vile person "shall do that which his fathers have not 
done, nor his fathers’ fathers; he shall scatter among them the prey, and 
spoil, and riches: yea, and he shall forecast his devices against the strong 
holds, even for a time." 


e Daniel 11:31-32 says: "And arms shall stand on his part, and they shall 
pollute the sanctuary of strength, and shall take away the daily sacrifice, 
and they shall place the abomination that maketh desolate. And such as 
do wickedly against the covenant shall he corrupt by flatteries: but the 
people that do know their God shall be strong, and do exploits. 


e Daniel 11:36-37 says: "And the king shall do according to his will; and he 
shall exalt himself, and magnify himself above every god, and shall speak 
marvellous things against the God of gods, and shall prosper till the 
indignation be accomplished: for that that is determined shall be done. 
Neither shall he regard the God of his fathers, nor the desire of women, 
nor regard any god:for he shall magnify himself above all." 


e Daniel 11:39 says the Antichrist will "divide the land for gain." 


e Daniel 12:1 says " there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that same time." 


e Daniel 12:10 says, " Many shall be purified, and made white, and tried; 
but the wicked shall do wickedly: and none of the wicked shall understand; 
but the wise shall understand." 


e Daniel 8:5-25 predicts a male goat (Jesus will separate the sheep from 
the goats) that produces a little horn which "waxed exceeding great." This 
little horn "waxed great, even to the host of heaven; and it cast down some 
of the host and of the stars to the ground, and stamped upon them." This 
may mean costing Christians their salvation. "Yea, he magnified himself 
even to the prince of the host" (Trump has equated himself with Jesus 
Christ and God Almighty, by claiming to be "perfect"). The deceitful little 
horn "cast down the truth to the ground" and it "practised and prospered." 
Daniel is told that "In the latter time of their kingdom, when the 
transgressors are come to the full, a king of fierce countenance, and 
understanding dark sentences, shall stand up. And his power shall be 
mighty, but not by his own power." Trump had no power of his own until 
he was elected presdient by evangelical Christians. "And he shall destroy 
wonderfully." Trump goes on and on about how "wonderful" evil things 
are. "And shall prosper, and practise, and shall destroy the mighty and the 
holy people." Trump is destroying churches by convincing Christians that 
evil is good. "And through his policy also he shall cause craft to prosper in 
his hand; and he shall magnify himself in his heart, and by peace shall 
destroy many: he shall also stand up against the Prince of princes; but he 
shall be broken without hand." Trump will lead many Christians to 
destruction, but not the true Christians who remain true to Jesus Christ. 


e "They will wage war against the Lamb, but the Lamb will triumph over 
them because he is Lord of lords and King of kings—and with him will be 
his called, chosen and faithful followers." (Revelation 17:14) 


Revelation 13:1-18: "And | stood upon the sand of the sea, and saw a beast 
rise up out of the sea, having seven heads and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten crowns, and upon his heads the name of blasphemy. And the 


beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet were as the feet of 
a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave him his 
power, and his seat, and great authority. And | saw one of his heads as it 
were wounded to death; and his deadly wound was healed: and all the 
world wondered after the beast." This could refer to Trump losing the 2020 
election and appearing to be powerless. "And they worshipped the 
dragon which gave power unto the beast: and they worshipped the beast, 
saying, Who is like unto the beast? who is able to make war with him? And 
there was given unto him a mouth speaking great things and blasphemies; 
and power was given unto him to continue forty and two months. And he 
opened his mouth in blasphemy against God, to blaspheme his name, and 
his tabernacle, and them that dwell in heaven. And it was given unto him 
to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and power was given 
him over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations. And all that dwell upon 
the earth shall worship him, whose names are not written in the book of 
life of the Lamb slain from the foundation of the world. If any man have 
an ear, let him hear. He that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: 
he that killeth with the sword must be killed with the sword. Here is the 
patience and the faith of the saints. And | beheld another beast coming up 
out of the earth; and he had two horns like a lamb, and he spake as a 
dragon. And he exerciseth all the power of the first beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which dwell therein to worship the first beast, 
whose deadly wound was healed. And he doeth great wonders, so that he 
maketh fire come down from heaven on the earth in the sight of men, And 
deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by the means of those miracles 
which he had power to do in the sight of the beast; saying to them that 
dwell on the earth, that they should make an image to the beast, which 
had the wound by a sword, and did live. And he had power to give life unto 
the image of the beast, that the image of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would not worship the image of the beast should be 


killed. And he causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their right hand, or in their foreheads: And that 
no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or the name of the 
beast, or the number of his name. Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the beast: for it is the number of a 
man; and his number is Six hundred threescore and six." His number is 
666. 


The Bible tells us that the Antichrist will be a "reverse" Jesus. 


e Jesus was the Son of God, and God in the flesh. Thus the Antichrist will 
be the son of the Devil and the Devil in the flesh. 


e Jesus is the sinless Son of God and the Son of Man, thus the Antichrist is 
the son of Satan and the “Man of Sin” (2 Thess. 2:3). 


e Jesus was the Word of Truth, thus the Antichrist will be a Living Lie, the 
Father of Lies in the flesh. And no one has ever lied more than Trump. 


e Jesus is the only-begotten Son of God, thus the Antichrist is “the Son of 
Perdition” (2 Thess. 2:3). 


e Jesus is the “the Seed of the woman,” thus the Antichrist is “the seed of 
the serpent” (Gen. 3:15). 


e Christ went forth to sow the “good seed” (Matt. 13:24), thus the Man of 
Sin will go forth to sow his “tares” or imitation wheat (Matt. 13:25). 


e Jesus is the elder brother of “the children of God” but the Antichrist is 
the elder brother of “the children of the wicked one” (Matt. 13:38). 


e Jesus has the true Gospel of salvation, thus the Antichrist has a gospel of 
damnation. 


e Christ has a “bride” in the true church, thus Satan has his “whore” (Rev. 
17:16). 


e God has a city, the new Jerusalem, thus Satan has a city, Babylon (Rev. 
175; 18:2). 


e As there is a “mystery of godliness” (1 Tim 3:16), even so there is also 
there is a “mystery of iniquity” (2 Thess. 2:7). 


It bears noting that Italy was the epicenter of the novel coronavirus 
pandemic in Europe and the United States is now the global epicenter. 
People of faith once voted for Mussolini and Hitler. We all know what 
happened to Italy and Germany as a result. They were destroyed, with 
tremendous loses of life. The Bible says God's wrath will be poured out on 
those who support Antichrists, with the first form of that wrath being a 
terrible plague. And the Bible doesn't say there will be just one Antichrist, 
but many Antichrists in the last days (1 John 2:18). In the past other 
Antichrists have been defeated via devastating world wars, but this one 
can be defeated democratically at the polls, if we do our duty as citizens 
by voting. 


The Bible says the Antichrist will claim to create peace in the Middle East, 
while secretly plotting to betray and destroy Israel. This page explains how 
Trump's betrayal of Israel has already begun, with the withdrawal of 
American troops from Syria, which leaves Israel isolated and facing the 
arrayed forces of Russia, Iran, Hezbollah, Hamas, ISIS and Syria on her 


northern border. General Jim Mattis resigned as Secretary of Defense 
because he understood what Trump's betrayal would do to Israel and our 
other allies in the region. 


The Bible says the Antichrist will deceive even the very elect. Trump has 
been fawningly supported by false prophets among the upper echelons of 
the American Christian hierarchy. Jesus Christ said his kingdom was not of 
this earth, but these false "profits" do not agree as they bow and scrape to 
Trump, seeking favors while ignoring the fact that he lies like the Father of 
Lies himself and is clearly no Christian in any sense of the word. 


The Bible says the Antichrist's arrival will be announced by a blood moon 
and the sounding of the Trump of Doom. Sound familiar? Trump was born 
on a blood moon in 1946 and is sounding doom. A trump is a little horn 
and in the first reference to the Antichrist in the Bible, the prophet Daniel 


called the greatest human enemy of God a "little horn." The number 666 is 
the major sign of the Antichrist. And, as revealed on this page, the 
number 666 turns up over and over again in regard to Donald Trump and 
his family, in truly startling and astounding ways. 


Even if Trump is not THE ANTICHRIST, he may be one of many Antichrists: 
"Children, it is the last hour, and as you have heard that Antichrist is 
coming, so now many Antichrists have come. Therefore we know that it is 
the last hour." (1 John 2:18) 


Is this the face of a man we can trust, or is this the face of a Deceiver, a con 
man, a snake-oil salesman, a sham-man and a shaman? Do you trust this 
man? What does your gut tell you? 


One critical difference between Jesus and the Antichrist is honesty. The 
Bible calls Satan the "Father of Lies" (John 8:44). The Antichrist will be the 
Father of Lies in the flesh. These are lies Trump told about the Coronavirus 
pandemic, when he chose to put his "brand" and reelection above the lives 
and health of Americans and their children: "We have it totally under 
control! We're doing a fantastic job! It's a hoax! It's fake news! We're 
prepared! We're not prepared and it's someone else's fault! | don't take 
responsibility at all! We're doing a great job! We shut it down! It will just 


go away, like a miracle! It miraculously goes away! Ilike this stuff 
[because it makes me look smart]! The tests are "perfect" and "beautiful"! 
It's very mild! Just stay calm! | give myself a perfect ten! We have very little 
problem! It's really working out! The numbers are going very substantially 
down, not up! It will go away!" 


If the Coronavirus is "fake news" and a "hoax," why are Americans dying? 
Why does Trump keep saying that he "shut it down" if it's a hoax? He could 
simply expose a hoax; there would be no need to shut it down. No one 
would die if it were a hoax. There would be no need to suspend travel to 
the US if it were a hoax. There would be no need to shut down schools, 
colleges, conventions and professional sports if it were a hoax. There 
would be no need to quarantine elderly people in nursing homes if it were 
a hoax. There would be no need to spend a trillion dollars if it were a hoax. 
Obviously, the coronavirus pandemic is not a hoax. So why is Trump lying? 
Because it is his nature to lie. 


Also, on June 6, 2016 = 666 the infamous Trump Tower meeting was 
arranged, as documented by emails between Donald Trump Jr. and Rob 
Goldstone (who acted as an agent for the "Crown prosecutor of Russia"). 
That meeting threw the presidential election to Donald Trump. Thus on 6- 
6-6 the godless Russian government conspired to help the Antichrist 
become the most powerful man in the world. Then on June 9, 2016 
= 696 Donald Trump Jr., Jared Kushner and Paul Manafort had what 
appears to have been a treasonous backdoor meeting with Russian 
government agent Natalia Veselnitskaya, in which the evil deal was 
negotiated. Trump then tweeted about Vladimir Putin: "A guy calls me a 
genius and they want me to renounce him? I’m not going to renounce 
him." That message was tweeted on June 16, 2016 = 6+(1*6)+(1*6) = 666. 
(As explained later on this page, Putin has made it illegal for Russian 


Christians to share their faith in their own homes. But Trump can find no 
fault in his fellow Antichrist!) Then, in what has been called the "pivotal 
event" in Trump's collusion with Russia, a meeting was held in the Grand 
Havana Room of the 666 Fifth Avenue tower. The Grand Havana Room is 
suite #39, and that is 3 times an inverted 6, or 666. That meeting was 
between Paul Manafort, Rick Gates and Konstantin Kilimnik, a Russian 
military intelligence agent whose nickname was "Kostya, the guy from the 
GRU." That meeting goes "very much to the heart of what the special 
counsel's office is investigating [i.e., collusion]," prosecutor Andrew 
Weissmann told a federal judge in a sealed hearing. It seems this was the 
meeting at which Manafort and Gates conspired with Kilimnik to throw the 
2016 election to Trump with Russia's help, in return for Trump freeing 
Russia from billions in sanctions and looking the other way at Russia's 
crimes in Crimea and Ukraine. 


On the day Trump allowed the Nunes memo to be published—in a blatant 
attempt to discredit and smear the FBI while destroying public confidence 
in the bureau's integrity—the stock market dropped 666 points. If there 
are no accidents with God, what is God trying to tell His disciples?

As Trump ran the most corrupt presidential campaign in American history, 
the RNC (Republican National Convention) paid Reuters $666,666.67 for 
undisclosed legal fees or intellectual property, in June 2020. That's a 
helluva lot of sixes! 


Trump's third-world-ish military parade was supposed to cost $12 million, 
according to him.

Donald Trump was born during a rare blood moon, on June 14, 1946 at 
10:54 am, and the Bible says that the moon will turn to blood before "the 
great and terrible day of the LORD." On July 27, 2018 the earth experienced 
the longest total lunar eclipse of the century, another rare blood moon 
that continued into the early hours of July 28. At the same time Mars reach 
its opposition and point of maximum brightness. Mars is called the "red 
planet" and symbolizes war, because Mars was the god of war according 
to the pagan Greeks and Romans. So it was a double blood moon, with 
Mars rivaling the moon in size and color.

The next time this 
incredibly rare cosmic event will recur will be the year 36,996. Flipping the 
nines over, that is 3 *6 plus 666 = 6666666. 


On July 27, 2018, the date of the century's longest and rarest blood moon, 
Trump bragged about the only god he worships, Mammon, saying: "The 
year before | came into office, private business investment grew at only 
1.8 percent. Last year, it jumped to 6.3 percent. This year, it's growing at 
9.4 percent, so that's a very tremendous increase." Of course 1.8 = 6*3 
= 666. And 6.3 = 6 * 3 = 666. And 9.4 = 9 * 4 = 36 = 666. On the same day, 
hundreds of children remained separated from their mothers, thanks to 
Trump, while his massive military spending bill authorizes tactical nukes 
and a third-world-style military parade.

In the past, such 
heavenly events were taken as omens. For instance, the star that led the 
Magi to the manger where the Christ child lay. But in Trump's case, all 
omens seem to be dark, and are rapidly getting darker and more 
nightmarish 


And please make no mistake that American neo-Nazis who chant "Hail 
Trump!"—just as their German predecessors once chanted "Heil 
Hitler!"—are virulently anti-Jewish and anti-Israel. The Charlottesville neo-

antisemitic websites the neo-Nazis posted calls to burn a local synagogue, 
the Congregation Beth Israel. They stationed men armed with assault

They praise 
Trump. They worship Trump with cries of "Hail!" which echo the German 
"Heil!" And they want to burn synagogues to the ground. If that doesn't 
trouble you, God help us all. If it does trouble you, then it's time to resist 
the Nazis and their hero of racism and intolerance: TRUMP. Trump did his 
best to defend the neo-Nazis by saying that both sides were to blame.

Donald Trump and Benito Mussolini: Striking Parallels 


Why did Trump go to Saudi Arabia, as his first official visit as the American 


president? Why did Trump bow down submissively before the Saudi king 
to accept the golden Collar of al-Saud? (Trump's campaign director Roger 
Stone tweeted that he wanted to "puke" when he saw Trump bow down 
to accept the gilded collar.) 


The Bible says that the Antichrist will talk about peace, only to betray 
Israel. Trump is on record saying that Saudi Arabia should be allowed to 
have nukes. But he also claimed there was "very profound" information 
that the Saudis were involved in the 9-11 attacks, referring to a 9-11 
Commission report that was classified at the time.

The Trump SoHo Hotel Condominium, called an "artists' enclave" by 
Donald Trump, was announced on The Apprentice on June 6, 2016 = 6-6-6.

On the same date, 6-6-6, an article in Christian Science Monitor predicted 
that "Pragmatism May TRUMP Zeal as Iran's Power Grows." 


On the same date, 6-6-6, there was a TruthDig article titled "The Eve of 
Destruction." The opening line of the Barry McGuire song "Eve of 
Destruction" is "The eastern world it is exploding!" Trump seems intent on 
making it explode. 


In the Heidi Klum video in which she responds to Trump's sexist remark 
that she is no longer a ten, Klum wears a t-shirt inscribed with the number 
9.99. Upside down, that is 666. 


In the Sex and the City pilot which aired 6-6-1998 (1998=666+666+666), 
Mr. Big is based on Donald Trump, Samantha calls Mr. Big a "young Donald 
Trump," the Twin Towers are prominent, and Carrie says "Self protection 
and closing the deal are paramount." 


The Bible's first 666 reference is the weight in talents of gold that King 
Solomon collected each year (1 Kings 10:14, 2 Chronicles 9:13, Ezra 2:13); 
Trump loves gold so much that he gold-plates his toilets. 


The number 666 is the sum of all the numbers on a roulette wheel; Trump 
has owned casinos and during his presidential campaign announced his 
intention to build a new multi-million-dollar casino in Las Vegas.

On October 28, 2016 the FiveThirtyEight website had Trump with 
a 66.6 percent chance of winning the election in Utah, the citadel of 
Mormonism. 


On June 9, 2016 = 696 = Donald Trump sent his infamous tweet about 
Hillary Clinton's missing 33,000 emails and promised a "major Hillary 
speech," mere hours after Donald Trump Jr., Jared Kushner and Paul 
Manafort had what appears to have been a treasonous backdoor meeting 
with Russian government agent Natalia Veselnitskaya.

Trump Would Ban Jesus and the Holy Family! 


Is it "Christian" for a nation to turn its back on completely innocent refugee 
children and their mothers?

“Every dream you’ve ever dreamed for your country” will 
come true! 
Trump now: Failure upon failure. 


Trump then: He blasted Ted Cruz and Hillary Clinton for cozying up to 
Goldman Sachs financiers, claiming that other candidates were "owned" 
by big bankers who made them their political "slaves." 
Trump now: Rather than "draining the swamp," Trump has stocked it with 
Goldman Sachs donors and more than 100 former lobbyists, according to 
a report by USA Today. If Trump told the truth, he is now owned by his 
donors and has become their slave. If he lied, he is a charlatan and a con 
man who will say anything to get elected. In either case, what a hypocrite! 


Here are Trump's cabinet choices who prove that he is not "draining the 


swamp, but stocking it with his crocodilian donors: Steve Bannon 
(Goldman Sachs), Steve Mnuchin (Goldman Sachs hedge fund manager), 
Gary Cohn (Goldman Sachs director), Elaine Chao (Wells Fargo board and 
lobbyist), Todd Ricketts (SuperPAC donor who helped channel millions to 
Trump), Wilbur Ross (bailed out Trump's Taj Mahal casino), Linda 
McMahon (WWE founder who donated millions to Trump's campaign), 
Betsy DeVos (donated millions to Trump), Andrew Puzder (major Trump 
donor), Rex Tillerson (has spent more than $170 million lobbying). 


Trump then: He said that he was "self-funding" his campaign and called 
the other candidates "slaves" of their donors. 
Trump now: He lied when he said that he would donate $100 million of his 
own money to his campaign to keep himself "pure." Rather, to save his 
own money, he took millions from big money donors, and he is now 
appointing non-qualified donors to some of our nation's most important 
jobs. No president in recent memory has appointed unqualified donors to 
policy-making cabinet positions. Take, for instance, Linda McMahon of the 
WWE professional wrestling circus. She and her husband Vince McMahon 
donated $7.5 million to Trump's campaign and an additional $5 million to 
his foundation. Now she has been handsomely rewarded with the cabinet 
position of heading the Small Business Administration. Is there no one in 
the United States more qualified to head the SBA than Linda McMahon? 
Of course there are many people more qualified (not to mention less 
embarrassing than the owner of a company that pays women to run 
around in their underwear, sometimes ripping each other's clothes off, to 
sell tickets). Other Trump donors being handed cabinet positions include 
Betsy DeVos, Andrew Puzder, Wibur Ross, Todd Ricketts (whose wealthy 
family helped found and fund the Future45 SuperPAC that spent lavishly 
to help Trump get elected) and Steve Mnuchin (a Goldman Sachs hedge 
fund managers who served as Trump's national finance chairman and 


helped organize dozens of high-dollar campaign fundraisers across the 
country). The bottom line? If Trump was telling the truth about other 
candidates, he became a slave of his donors when he started taking their 
money. 


Trump then: First, he claimed to be strongly pro-Israel. 
Trump now: But when he spoke to the Republican Jewish Coalition, Trump 
inspired rolling eyes and boos by engaging in racial stereotypes of Jews. 
Trump also informed the audience that he would be "neutral" on Israel's 
conflict with the Palestinians. He later said that Saudi Arabia should be 
allowed to develop nukes, but Saudi Arabia refuses to recognize Israel and 
spawned most of the 9-11 terrorists, including Osama bin Laden. Finally, 
Trump said that he would ban all Muslims, but later reneged, saying that 
he would allow his rich Muslim friends to enter the US. Well, who is richer 
than the House of Saud? 


Trump then: First he was strongly pro-choice. Then he was strongly pro- 
life. Then he was "pro-life with exceptions." 
Trump now: No one really knows his position on abortion. Asked if 
abortion early in a pregnancy is murder, Trump replied: "What | am saying 
is this: With caveats—life of the mother, incest, rape. That's where I stand. 
So, I'm pro-life, but with the caveats. You have to have it with the caveats." 
Asked if a pregnancy happens outside those caveats, Trump stated: 
"It depends." With Trump everything is "negotiable," and what he said two 
minutes ago is gone with the wind. 


Trump then: When Matt Lauer asked Trump directly: "So, if Caitlyn Jenner 
were to walk into Trump Tower and wanted to use the bathroom, you 
would be fine with her using any bathroom she chooses?" Trump replied: 
"That is correct." 


Trump now: His position on "potty parity" is now unclear. 


Trump then: "I will get rid of gun-free zones on school, and—you have to— 
and on military bases. My first day, it gets signed, okay? My first day. 
There’s no more gun-free zones." 
Trump now: Trump wants to make schools gun-free zones with an 
exception for teachers, but not for students, parents or guardians: "She 
[Hillary Clinton] talked about guns in classrooms. | don’t want to have guns 
in classrooms although, in some cases, teachers should have guns in 
classrooms, frankly. Because, teachers are, you know, things that are going 
on in our schools are unbelievable." 


Trump then: He told the nation that through his personal intervention, he 
had saved 1,100 jobs at a Carrier plant. 
Trump now: Chuck Jones, president of United Steelworkers 1999, which 
represents Carrier workers, called Trump a liar: “He got up there, and, for 
whatever reason, lied his ass off.” According to Jones, only 730 jobs were 
saved and nearly as many (550) were lost. Trump seems to have simply 
doubled the number of lost jobs, telling the nation they were "saved." 
Trump then attacked Jones for telling the truth, and the union workers, 
saying they should have "spent more time working." But that was not the 
problem, since Jones pointed out that Carrier was moving the plant to save 
S65 million per year, and the workers would have been forced to work for 
$5 per hour without benefits to save that much money. The problem was 
not that they were not working enough hours, but that Carrier was looking 
for serfs. 


Trump then: On the campaign trail he said that hedge fund managers were 
"getting away with murder." 
Trump now: He has appointed Steve Mnuchin, a hedge fund manager and 


17-year Goldman Sachs alum, to be Secretary of the Treasury. If confirmed, 
Mnuchin would be at the helm of any future decisions on bank bailouts or 
economic stimulus. Previously, Mnuchin was the finance chairman on 
Trump's campaign, where he was in charge of soliciting political donations. 
So much for Trump's "self-funding." He is now rewarding his big money 
donors with our nation's most important jobs. 


Trump then: "Real change begins with immediately 
repealing and replacing Obamacare," he said on the eve of the election. 
Trump now: Obamacare may merely be "amended" according to what 
Trump told the Wall Street Journal, as he praised provisions of Obamacare 
such as coverage for individuals with pre-existing conditions and for adults 
under 26 who would like to stay on their parents’ health care plans. "I like 
those very much," he said. In the past, Trump said: "I'm a conservative on 
most issues but aliberalon this one...We must have universal 


healthcare." (Source: Donald Trump, The America We Deserve, 2000.) 


Trump now: In October 2015, he said that he believed “100 percent” that 
Iraq and Libya would be much better off if their respective former dictators 
Saddam Hussein and Moammar Gadhafi were still in power. 
Trump then: He was initially FOR the invasions of Iraq and Libya. For 
instance, in February 2011 Trump said: “I can’t believe what our country is 
doing. Qaddafi in Libya is killing thousands of people, nobody knows how 
bad it is, and we’re sitting around we have soldiers all have the Middle 
East, and we’re not bringing them in to stop this horrible carnage and 
that’s what it is: It’s a carnage ... Now we should go in, we should stop this 
guy, which would be very easy and very quick.” 


Trump then: "Get it straight: Pakistan is not our friend!" he tweeted in 
2011. Then in 2015 Trump called for a “total and complete shutdown of 


Muslims entering the United States’—which would, of course, cover 
nearly all Pakistanis. Trump later modulated his “total ban” on Muslims to 
include only “extreme vetting” of any Muslim trying to enter the U.S. from 
“terror-prone regions where vetting cannot safely occur.” Trump promised 
that this would start on day one of his presidency because he can do this 
without congressional oversight. Pakistan is the country where Navy Seals 
killed Osama bin Laden, the mastermind of the 9-11 terror attacks. This, by 
definition, puts Pakistan into Trump’s “terror-prone regions” category. So 
even the best and the brightest Pakistanis would, at a minimum, be subject 
to “extreme vetting” under the emerging Trump foreign policy doctrine. 
Trump now: “Mr. Trump said that he would love to come to a fantastic 
country, fantastic place of fantastic people. Please convey to the Pakistani 
people that they are amazing andall Pakistanis | have known are 
exceptional people, said Mr. Donald Trump.” Since nearly all Pakistanis are 
Muslims, does it make any sense to ban all these fantastic people from the 
US? Once again, Trump has been caught lying and playing the hypocrite. 


Trump then: He called climate change a "hoax" invented by the Chinese 
before launching his presidential campaign. During his campaign, in an 
interview with the Washington Post editorial board, Trump said: "I think 
there's a change in weather. |am not a great believer in man-made climate 
change." Then in May, he said he would "cancel" the Paris climate change 
accord. 

Trump now: "I have an open mind to it," he told the Times on the Paris 
deal. "We're going to look very carefully. | have a very open mind." Asked 
about the scientific consensus on a connection between human activity 
and climate change, he added: "I think there is some connectivity. There is 
some, something. It depends on how much. It also depends on how much 
it's going to cost our companies." 


Trump then: He repeatedly bashed Clinton's use of a private email server 
during his campaign, repeatedly arguing that she should be behind bars as 
his supporters erupted in "Lock her up!" chants. Trump vowed: "If I win, | 
am going to instruct my attorney general to get a special prosecutor to look 
into your situation, because there has never been so many lies, so much 
deception. There has never been anything like it, and we're going to have 
a special prosecutor." Trump added that she'd be "in jail" if he were 
president. 

Trump now: "I want to move forward, | don't want to move back. And | 
don't want to hurt the Clintons. | really don't. She went through a lot. And 
suffered greatly in many different ways. And | am not looking to hurt them 
at all," Trump told the New York Times. "It's just not something that | feel 
very strongly about." Also, Trump is considering David Petraeus for the 
most important cabinet position, Secretary of State. But Petraeus was 
convicted and fined for deliberately revealing top secret information to an 
unauthorized person, his mistress. So once again Trump has played the liar 
and hypocrite. 


Trump then: He called Ben Carson "pathological" and compared him to a 
child molester who can never be trusted or cured. 
Trump now: He called Ben Carson "brilliant" and appointed him to his 
cabinet as the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development! 


Trump then: "No media is more corrupt than the failing New York Times." 
Trump now: "I will say, The Times is, it's a great, great American jewel. A 
world jewel." 


Trump then: "The people of South Carolina are embarrassed by Nikki 
Haley!" he tweeted in March.

Gen. James Mattis, a leading candidate to become secretary of defense. 
"[Mattis] said—I was surprised—he said, 'l've never found it to be useful.’ 
He said, 'l've always found, give me a pack of cigarettes and a couple of 
beers and | do better with that than | do with torture.’ And | was very 
impressed by that answer," Trump told the Times. "Look, we have people 
that are chopping off heads and drowning people in steel cages and we're 
not allowed to waterboard. But I'll tell you what, | was impressed by that 
answer. It certainly does not—it's not going to make the kind of a 
difference that maybe a lot of people think. If it's so important to the 
American people, | would go for it. | would be guided by that." 


Trump then: “I don't believe in settling cases. I'm not Jamie Dimon, who 
pays $13 billion to settle a case and then pays $11 billion to settle a case 
and who | think is the worst banker in the United States.” 
Trump now: Of course he lied. Trump has settled many cases by paying off 
plaintiffs. For instance, he just agreed to pay $25 million to settle the case 
of fraud against his so-called Trump "University."

One card, titled Enough is Enough, houses an image similar to an angry- 
looking Trump.

How can we explain the GOP's failure to reject Trump? How can we explain 
the failure of so many Christian churches and Christian individuals to reject 
Trump?

General Clark 
said of Trump: "He's spent his life in service only to himself. From the time 


he was a young man when he didn't serve in Vietnam, when he chased 
women in New York and used his father's real estate business for self- 
promotion, when he exploited minorities, when he defrauded small 
businessmen, it's always been about Donald, Donald, Donald." Clark thinks 
Vladimir Putin wants Trump to win the presidency. Clark suggested that 
Putin sees Trump as "a shortcut to achieving all his dreams." What are 
those dreams? "Here's what Putin probably wants longer term: the break- 
up of NATO, the pullback of the EU, takeover of Ukraine, dominance over 
Georgia, re-establishment of Russian control over Eastern Europe and 
greater Russian influence worldwide. And what does Trump suggest for his 
foreign policy? Conditional support for NATO, pulling America back behind 
walls, withdrawing forward-deployed deterrent forces, abandoning allies 
and encouraging the proliferation of nuclear weapons. Is there any doubt 
that Putin might really like us to elect Donald Trump?" The bromance 
makes perfect sense, for Mr. Putin. But what happens to Americans and 
the rest of the free world, if a star-struck Trump defers to Mr. Putin? 


Donald Trump Directly Refutes the Teachings of Jesus Christ and the Bible 
Is Donald Trump a Christian, as he claims to be, as he shows off his Bible 


(which he has clearly never read) and professes his "faith" in God? There 
are profound reasons not to believe Trump:

Trump told CNN's Jake 
Tapper: "I am good. | don't do a lot of things that are bad. | try to do 
nothing that is bad." 
(So Trump claims to be good using the biblical "I am" phrase that Jehovah 
used to identify himself to Moses.) 
Jesus Christ said that lust is the same as adultery, but Trump says, "You 
know, it doesn't really matter what [the media] write as long as you've got 
a young and beautiful piece of 

Trump said that "an eye for an eye" is his favorite Bible verse, but Jesus 
Christ preached a gospel of love, forgiveness and returning good for evil. 
Trump said, “You have to be wealthy in order to be great." Jesus Christ said 
just the opposite in his parable of the camel and the needle's eye. 


The Most Disturbing Things about Donald Trump 


Perhaps the most disturbing thing about Donald Trump (and there 
are many things to be disturbed about) is his claim to be the "only one" 
who can save Americans, the "only one" who can save the Pope and Rome, 
and the "only one" who can save the world. Trump claims to be the 
nation’s Savior. He recently told a crowd: “I’m gonna take care of 
everybody. | will give you everything. | will give you what you’ve been 
looking for, for fifty years. I’m the Only One.” This has become an anthem: 
Trump is the Savior of the World, the Only Hope of the World, the Only 
One, the Messiah. 


| would like to give a special Dishonorable Mention to Donald Trump 
for body-shaming Alicia Machado after she won the Miss Universe contest 


in 1996. She was a teenager at the time and he humiliated her in public for 
gaining weight! Trump called her Miss Piggy, Miss Eating Machine and Miss 
Housecleaning (presumably because she is Latina and that is what female 
Latinos are good for, according to The Donald). Trump has a well- 
documented history of calling women "pigs," "dogs," "disgusting animals," 
"slobs," "gold diggers" and other highly offensive names. Trump was once 
asked, point-blank by Howard Stern, if he treats women with respect. "I 
can't say that either," was his response. If this concerns you, there is more 
information at Donald Trump's War on Women. In any case, his "Machado 
Meltdown" is just one of many examples of why he is unfit to be president 
of the United States. 


Trump even body-shamed Kim Kardashian when she was pregnant, saying 
that she had become "large" and should watch the kind of clothes she 
wore in public! Should pregnant women be ashamed of their "baby 
bumps," really? 


According to Howard Stern, on the day of Trump's marriage to Marla 
Maples, Trump told him "vagina is expensive." That seems to be Trump's 
attitude toward women, since he has said similar things in interviews over 
the years. The only women who matter are beautiful women, they are all 
bimbos (according to what a model overheard him saying) and "gold 
diggers" (according to what Trump said himself). There seems to be little 
doubt that Trump judges women strictly by their looks, since he 
complained that Carly Fiorina should not be elected president because of 
"that face" and he said that Hillary Clinton does not have a presidential 
"look." His attitude toward women extends to his own family, as he said 
that he would like to "date" his daughter Ivanka, mentioning only her looks 
and body, but nothing about her character, intelligence or 
accomplishments. He also said that his second wife was "great tits, no 


brains." He told Howard Stern that he would leave his third wife if anything 
happened to disfigure her breasts. If, however, her breasts were 
unmarred, he would stay with her. So he seems to have reduced two wives 
to their mammary glands. Trump seems to actually believe that women 
are good only for their looks and boobs! 


Trump is so lacking in empathy and decency that he considers catastrophes 
"good luck" and beneficial. For instance, when Hurricane Sandy struck 
Florida, resulting in 147 deaths and massive destruction, Trump tweeted 
that the hurricane was good "luck" for President Obama because he might 
pick up votes from some of the victims who were given assistance. His 
insinuation was that victims of the hurricane should not be given federal 
assistance. Trump also said that a collapse of the housing market would be 
a good thing for him, because he could buy other people's property on the 
cheap. During the first presidential debate, Trump said that he was "smart" 
not to pay federal income taxes. However, those taxes pay for the 
sustenance and safety of our troops. Should the commander-in-chief of 
our military ask young people to risk their lives for their country, when he 
is unwilling to risk paying a small percentage of his earnings to feed, clothe, 
house and protect them? Over and over we see Trump bragging and 
gloating about his extremely selfish behavior. 


Trump's unfitness to be commander-in-chief of the American military was 
confirmed when 50 prominent Republican foreign policy and national 
security experts—many veterans of the George W. Bush 
administration—signed a letter denouncing Trump and pledging not to 
vote for him. The letter, first reported by The New York Times, warns: "We 
are convinced that in the Oval Office, he would be the most reckless 
President in American history." Signers of the letter include former CIA and 
National Security Agency Director Michael Hayden, former Director of 


National Intelligence and Deputy Secretary of State John Negroponte, and 
Eric Edelman, who was Vice President Dick Cheney's National Security 
Adviser. Other signatories include two Homeland Security Secretaries 
under Bush, Tom Ridge and Michael Chertoff, and Robert Zoellick, a former 
Deputy Secretary of State. These are not liberals denouncing Trump for 
political purposes; they are staunch conservatives and patriots who see 
Trump as a danger to the United States and to the larger world. 


Trump has said several times that he would order U.S. military personnel 
to perform illegal acts; for instance, to track down and deliberately murder 
women and children related to terrorists. Pressed on whether American 
soldiers would obey such heinous orders, Trump replied: “They’re not 
gonna refuse me. Believe me.” Hitler once persuaded German soldiers to 
torture and murder women and children. We now call the results the 
Holocaust. It is chilling to hear a man one step from the American 
presidency who doesn't know that it is the ultimate evil to murder 
innocent and defenseless women and children. 


Trump has said the following things about American generals: (1) "I know 
more about ISIS than the generals do. Believe me." (2) American generals 
have been "reduced to rubble" despite winning every major battle in 
Afghanistan and Iraq, and whittling ISIS down to a fraction of its former 
landholdings. (3) American generals have become "embarrassing for our 
country." Does anyone beside Trump believe that is a true statement? (4) 
Trump has claimed to have a "secret plan" to defeat ISIS, but later said that 
as president he would ask his generals to submit plans to defeat ISIS within 
30 days. This makes no sense for at least three reasons. First, if Trump 
already has a "secret plan," he doesn't need input from anyone else. 
Second, if it were that easy to come up with a plan to defeat ISIS in a 
month, American generals would already have submitted the plan. Unlike 


Trump, they don't put an election above defending their nation. Third, if 
Trump has such a plan, if he were a patriot he would have already 
submitted the plan to the proper authorities. Fourth, how can American 
generals do their jobs with such a wishy-washy commander-in-chief? (5) 
Trump told Matt Lauer that he would have "different" generals, meaning 
that he plans to fire most or all of our current generals. That seems ill- 
advised, to say the least, and beyond the authority of the presidency. Does 
Trump have any idea about how the military functions, or how the 
president works with the military when that requires respect on both 
sides? 


Trump seldom talks about American democracy, the Constitution, the rule 
of law, pluralism, diversity, the Founding Fathers, the separation of 
powers, the democratic process, freedom, justice, compassion or human 
rights. Instead, he talks of “strength” and “winning,” usually in relation to 
himself. What really matters to Trump, apparently, is not what happens to 
us, but that Trump "wins" and gets to brag about it. Jesus Christ humbled 
himself and always put others first, washing the feet of his disciples to 
illuminate the correct path. Trump glorifies himself, constantly putting 
himself first. It is impossible for me to imagine Trump kneeling to wash the 
grubby feet of his inferiors. In that sense, at least, Trump truly is the polar 
opposite of Jesus Christ. Have there ever been two human beings more 
different than Christ and Trump? To believe in one should be to reject the 
other. And yet many people who claim to be Christians are voting for 
Trump. When the Bible talks about the very elect being deceived by the 
Antichrist, is it talking about American Christians? 


What kind of person is Donald Trump, really? This comment by Daniel 
Sullivan caught my eye. Sullivan acted as a labor consultant to Trump when 
he was accused of hiring, then stiffing, undocumented Polish workers 


during the creation of his signature Trump Tower on Fifth Avenue in 
Manhattan. In 1990, Sullivan told People magazine: “It was disgusting how 
he used people. | said, ‘Don’t exploit them like that. Don’t try to f-ck these 
poor souls over.’ It baffled me then, and it makes me sick even now that 
he knowingly had these Poles there for the purpose of Trump Tower at 
starvation wages. He couldn’t give a sh-t because he’s Donald Trump and 
everybody is here to serve him. Over time he became more and more 
monstrous and arrogant. | asked myself, ‘How long is it going to take for all 
of this to catch up with him?’” Now the question is what kind of hell we 
will catch if Trump becomes president. 


Donald Trump reiterated his hard-line approach on the deportation of "a 
huge number" of illegal immigrants, vowing that if he is elected, "they're 
going out so fast your head would spin." It bears noting that 
Trump—whose family came to the United States as refugees after 


Germany evicted them for tax evasion and draft dodging—may be an 
anchor baby himself, unless he can prove that his grandfather was an 
American citizen at the time his father was conceived in Germany. 
Otherwise, because Trump's mother was born in Scotland, he cannot claim 
to be a legal citizen of the United States by his own definition. Where is 
Trump's documentation? Until he can produce the proper documentation, 
we should assume that he is an anchor baby, just as he will assume that 
millions of Hispanics are illegal immigrants unless they can produce 
documentation. It also bears noting that Trump would have denied the 
Holy Family asylum in the United States, since they were not Christians at 
the time Jesus was born, and they lived in a "hot spot" (the West Bank of 
Palestine).

Prosperous: he will be a rich, powerful man (Trump's book Trump: How to 
Get Rich) 
Deceitful: a con artist, he will deceive many people through fearmongering 
(Trump's book Crippled America) 
Negotiator: he will be a master negotiator and dealmaker, persuading the 
nations of the world to trust him (The Art of the Deal) 
Strongman: he will be a real "tough guy" (Trump's book Time to Get Tough) 
"Big Idea" Man: he will propose things never heard before, and seem to 
make them happen at first (Trump's book Think Big and Kick Ass) 
Champion: he will claim to be able to do things that are impossible for 
other human beings (Trump's book Think Like a Champion) 
Comeback Artist: seemingly left for dead, he will make an amazing 
comeback (Trump's book The Art of the Comeback) 
Problem Solver: he will convince people that he alone has the answers to 
previously unsolvable problems (Trump's wall, to be paid for by Mexico) 
Confidence Man: although interested only in himself, he will convince 
other people to trust him (Trump's book Why We Want You to Be Rich) 
Winner: he will claim to be a winner, and delude the masses (Trump's 
book The Way to the Top) 
Midas Touch: he will claim that everything he touches turns into gold

protect Israel and to defeat ISIS)

Arrogant: "He shall exalt himself and magnify himself" (Is anyone as 
arrogant as The Donald?)

Is this Christian Cabinet? 


Ben Carson was called "pathological" and compared to a child molester by 
Trump, during his campaign. Now Trump wants Carson to head the 
department of Housing and Urban Development. And of course Carson 
knows precious little about housing and urban development, having 
dedicated his life to surgery, and having admitted more than once that he 
doesn't deserve a government job because other people are more 
qualified than he is! 


Linda McMahon is a former chief executive of World Wrestling 
Entertainment. She and her husband Vince McMahon were among 
Trump's biggest donors. Is Trump "draining the swamp’ or is he stocking it 
with donors, cronies and political piranha? When asked about Trump's 
promise to "drain the swamp," Newt Gingrich said that Trump was just 
being "cute" in a Tweet and had no intention of really getting rid of the 
infestation. Now, with three Goldman Sachs bigwigs and other donors to 
his campaign being given plum cabinet positions, Trump has gone far 
beyond what any modern president has done. Other presidents may have 
rewarded donors with ambassadorships to distant locales where they 


couldn't do too much damage. But Trump is putting his crocodilian donors 
in major policy-making positions. 


Andrew Puzder is another Trump donor, and despite having no requisite 
experience, is Trump's choice for Labor Secretary. Trump said that Puzder 
would help make American workers "more prosperous” but in truth Puzder 
is a staunch opponent of raising the minimum wage. During his campaign 
Trump said that American wages are "too high" and Puzder seems to share 
that opinion. But they are both billionaires and we don't hear them talking 
about limiting what they make to help the country, do we? It seems 
sacrifice is only for the little guys, not the fat cats. And Puzder will be the 
first Labor Secretary on record saying things like: “I like beautiful women 
eating burgers in bikinis! | think it’s very American!” So much for the party 
of "family values." 


Trump's pick for secretary of education, Betsy DeVos, is another Trump 
donor seemingly being reward with a plum job: Education Secretary. She 
and her husband are major political power brokers in their home state of 
Michigan. Her goal seems to be to rob Michigan public schools of money 
by funneling funds to charter schools. But Michigan charter schools have 
been very poor performers. "When | hear her name and | think about 
education, | think about choice without quality," said Tonya Allen, 
president and CEO of the Skillman Foundation, and a member of a coalition 
to help fix Detroit schools. 


Scott Pruitt is Trump's choice to head the EPA. But Pruitt is a climate 
change denier who has sued the EPA for protecting the environment and 
has called himself a "leading advocate" against the EPA. Unsurprisingly, 
fossil fuel interests greeted Mr. Trump’s selection with elation. According 
to the Bible, human beings were given stewardship of the earth. Is it 


"Christian" to ignore the impact of burning fossil fuels on the planet and 
the life it supports? 


Mike Pompeo is "known as one of the more fanatical purveyors of 
conspiracy theories about the 2011 terrorist attacks in Benghazi, Libya." 
He is a war hawk who advocated using the US military in Syria. He is a fierce 
critic of the Iran peace deal, but his threat to "tear up" the deal seems sure 
to push Iran into developing nukes and could lead to yet another 
unwinnable war in the Middle East. Pompeo has defended the use of 
torture as "within the Constitution" and has spoken in favor of methods 
that include waterboarding, electric shocks, hypothermia, mock 
executions, nudity and "rectal feeding." He has called Guantanamo Bay a 
“goldmine of intelligence" and seems determined to keep it open. He is a 
proponent of Big-Brotherish surveillance methods and wants to revive 
them. He thinks whistleblower Edward Snowden should be put to 


death. Pompeo is a very creepy dude. 


Michael T. Flynn appears to be a real-life Dr. Strangelove who has ties to 
Russia, has been described as "deranged" and a "maniac," and has talked 
about a "purge" of the American military. He has expressed a fascist-like 
fear that the world does not "fear our might." He has made laudatory 
statements about Russia and has accepted payments from the Russian 
propaganda network RT. His dubious assertions are so common that when 
he ran the Defense Intelligence Agency, subordinates came up with a name 
for the phenomenon: "Flynn facts." And, like Trump, Flynn appears to be a 
man without convictions who can change his positions on a dime. For 
instance, during a July 10, 2016 interview on ABC News, when asked 
by This Week host Martha Raddatz about the issue of abortion, Flynn 
stated, "women have to be able to choose." The next day, Flynn said on Fox 
News that he is a "pro-life Democrat." 


James Mattis has earned the nicknames "Mad Dog," "The Warrior Monk" 
and "Chaos" (his call-sign). On February 1, 2005, speaking at a forum in San 
Diego, he said: "You go into Afghanistan, you got guys who slap women 
around for five years because they didn't wear a veil. You know, guys like 
that ain't got no manhood left anyway. So it's a hell of a lot of fun to shoot 
them. Actually, it's a lot of fun to fight. You know, it's a hell of a hoot. It's 
fun to shoot some people. I'll be right upfront with you, | like brawling.” In 
May 2004, Mattis ordered the Mukaradeeb wedding party massacre, 
which resulted in the deaths of 42 men, women and children who were 
attending a wedding ceremony. Mattis stated that it had taken him 30 
seconds to deliberate on bombing the location. The Obama administration 
reportedly did not place much trust in Mattis, because he was perceived 
to be too eager for a military confrontation with lran. 


Stephen Bannon has been described as "a racist, xenophobic, misogynist, 
anti-Semitic nationalist—very much, in other words, like his boss, the 
soon-to-be president of the United States." According to Bannon, 
"Darkness is good." He went on to explain: "Dick Cheney. Darth 
Vader. Satan. That's power. It only helps us when they (liberals) get it 
wrong. When they're blind to who we are and what we're doing." Bannon 
has become "the blackest hole" in the Trump universe, aside from Trump 
himself. 


Jeff Sessions defended Donald Trump from accusations of sexual assault 
by claiming that grabbing a woman's genitals is not sexual assault! Sessions 
also voted against the 2013 Violence Against Women Act. Thomas Figures, 
a black attorney, said that Sessions called him “boy” and warned him to 
“be careful what you say to white folks.” Sessions, by Figures’ account, also 
said that he was “OK” with the Ku Klux Klan, but changed his mind after 


learning they were “oot-smokers.” 
Art of the Double Deal 


Donald Trump claims to have written a book, The Art of the Deal, second 
only to the Bible. But it turns out that he didn't write the book, so perhaps 
the title should be The Art of the Double Deal. According to ABC News: 


Tony Schwartz, Donald Trump’s co-author on The Art of the Deal, admitted 
that he regrets writing the 1987 book and that he finds the thought of a 
Trump presidency “terrifying.” So why did Schwartz keep his silence for so 
long? “We had a successful experience together. | never in a million years 
thought he would run for president. Had | thought that 30 years ago, | 
wouldn’t have written the book,” he told George Stephanopoulos on ABC 
News’ Good Morning America today. “But for 29 years, | didn’t think he 
would, and it didn’t seem like it was important to speak out. | now feel it’s 
my civic duty.” Schwartz first sooke out about Trump in an interview 
with The New Yorker published today, in which he said he spent 18 months 
getting to know Trump in 1985. He described what it was like to write the 
book with the businessman and how he thinks he would do as president 
of the United States. “I put lipstick on a pig,” Schwartz told the magazine. 
“| feel a deep sense of remorse that | contributed to presenting Trump in 
a way that brought him wider attention and made him more appealing 
than he is.” He added, “I genuinely believe that if Trump wins and gets the 
nuclear codes, there is an excellent possibility it will lead to the end of 
civilization.” Schwartz, the president and CEO of the Energy Project, stood 
by his comments on “GMA” this morning. “You know, it’s a terrifying thing. 
| haven’t slept a night through since Donald Trump announced for 
president because | believe he is so insecure, so easily provoked and not— 
not particularly—nearly as smart as people might imagine he is,” he said. 


“| do worry that with the nuclear codes, he would end civilization as we 
know it.” He continued, “This is a man who has more sociopathic 
tendencies than any candidate in my adult life that lve 
observed.” Schwartz said he wrote “every word” of The Art of the Deal, 
Trump’s part memoir and part business advice book, which held the No. 1 
spot on the New York Times’ nonfiction best-seller list for 51 weeks. 
“Donald Trump made a few red marks when | handed him the manuscript, 
but that was it,” he said. 


Oddities 


Donald Trump is a self-admitted germophobe and "clean hands freak" who 
hates to shake hands with other human beings. 
Trump's first wife, lvana Trump, told SPY Magazine that he kept a book of 
Hitler's speeches at his bedside. 
When Trump Tower was completed in 2001, it was the tallest residential 
building in the world: 666 feet high. 
Trump claims he will be "the best jobs president God ever created" but he 
is best known for the phrase "You're fired!" 
A story in TIME reported that while Trump was in college he enjoyed 
reading federal foreclosure listings just for fun. 
Trump claims to be a Christian but is reported to have had affairs 
with Playboy model Anna Nicole Smith, Penthouse model Sandra Taylor, 
Kimberly Hefner, Carla Bruni, Marla Maples, Jackie Siegel, Kara Young and 
Victoria Zdrok. 
According to Victoria Zdrok, Trump broke up with Kara Young when he 
discovered that she had African-American blood. 
Trump became so fixated on Princess Diana that she was alarmed by the 
unwanted attention. According to British television host Selena Scott, 
Diana felt "as if Trump was stalking her" and he gave her "the creeps." 


Trump allegedly saw Princess Diana as "the ultimate trophy wife" and 
"bombarded" her with flowers. 
Trump wrote in his Art of the Comeback that his only regret in "the women 
department" is that he didn't "court" Lady Diana Spenser, which sounds 
like a serious fixation. 
Trump's other fixation is with his daughter, Ivanka. He has commented 
publically about her hot body and how he'd like to "date" her (and we all 
know what that means!). 
Trump claims that he always wins, but he has filed six major bankruptcies 
and many of his businesses went completely under, including Trump 
Airlines, Trump Steaks, Trump Mortgage, Trump Magazine and Trump: the 
Game.

Of course there are similarities in actions as well as appearances. Trump's 


strong similarities with Mussolini and other despots include: (1) Trump's 
Mussolini-like preoccupation with his own image and his development of 
"a cult of one-man leadership that focused media attention and national 
debate" on his person via exploitation of all forms of mass media including 
new technologies; (2) Trump's Mussolini-like love of theatricality and 
spectacles such as parades, rallies, and flyovers; (3) Trump playing 
simultaneously both Superman and victim, as did Mussolini and Hitler; (4) 
Trump's racist belief in his "superior" genes and his fear and loathing of 
other races; (5) Trump's ultra-nationalism; (6) Trump's repetition of 
"simple, emotionally powerful yet substantively empty" slogans; (7) 
Trump's relentless disinformation campaigns; (8) Trump's celebration of 
violence against journalists and dissenters; (9) Trump's often-stated desire 
to "lock up" his political opponents on bogus charges; (10) Trump's desire 
to "dominate the streets," which Mussolini did with blackshirts and Hitler 
with brownshirts; (11) Trump's purges of all but fawning sycophants; (12) 
Trump's favoring of the rich over the middle class and poor; (13) Trump's 
refusal to accept a democratic transfer of power; and (14) Trump's appeal 
to armed militias loyal to his person rather than the country and his 
incitement of such armed militias, which we saw most clearly when he 
instigated an attack on the US Capitol building that led to five deaths and 
around 50 police officers being injured after they were assaulted with fire 
extinguishers, pipes, chemicals and other dangerous weapons. One is 
reminded of Hitler's Beer Hall Putsch, except that this riot occurred in the 
middle of a joint session of Congress. "I've been an election observer in 
broken authoritarian countries, and let me tell you: Trump's behavior 
would be swiftly and unequivocally condemned by all international 
election monitors if it was happening elsewhere. He is behaving like the 
despots past presidents condemned," Brian Klaas, a political scientist at 
the University College London, said in a tweet. 


When Rachel Maddow asked historian Michael Beschloss to provide an 
example of any other US president ever suggesting that an election "ought 
to be disregarded," he could not provide such an example and instead 
immediately mentioned the Italian fascist Mussolini. 


It also bears noting that Mussolini abandoned Italian democracy and 
became a dictator when he faced being jailed for corruption; Trump is 
rather obviously attempting the same thing for the same reason. The 
Trump-inspired attack on the Capitol building is very much reminiscent of 
Mussolini's march on Rome, except that so far the US government has not 
capitulated. 


Here's another eerie similarity, in an excerpt from The New Yorker: Please 
keep in mind that Trump signs his name with a Sharpie, while Mussolini 
evidently used something less "sharp." If we allow for the difference in 
instruments, the likeness is even more remarkable. 


Ruth Ben-Ghiat, an American-born professor of Italian history at New York 
University, specializes in male menace. What interests her is the 
manufactured drama of world-historical strongmen—their mannerisms, 
speech patterns, stagecraft, and mythomania. Late last year, Ben-Ghiat 
had just published a book called /talian Fascism’s Empire Cinema, about 
the years of Benito Mussolini, when another spectacle wrested her 
attention. One of the candidates for the American Presidency was looking 
a lot like her principal academic subject. As President Obama put it, the 
United States now had its own “homegrown authoritarian.” Earlier this 
week, Ben-Ghiat sat at a table in her office, at N.Y.U.’s Casa Italiana, on 
Twelfth Street, inspecting two signatures on the screen of her laptop. One 
of them belonged to Donald Trump, the other to Mussolini. The scrawls— 
loopy, cursive, steepled—looked so similar that they seemed to blur

(7) responding to criticism with extreme anger; (8) combining thin-skinned 
ignorance with arrogant contempt; (9) being a fraud in every conceivable 
way; (10) and being "a vain, blundering boaster without either ideas or 
aims." 


According to the 27 psychiatrists and mental health experts who 
authored The Dangerous Case of Donald Trump, he is like Hitler, Mussolini 
and other leaders with cultish followers in important respects: (1) Trump 
craves attention and has a "mirror-hungry" leader personality; (2) his 
followers perceive Trump as a superhuman who is above the law and the 
need for morality or even common decency; (3) his followers blindly 
believe Trump's wild assertion, however untrue; (4) his followers blindly 
comply with Trump's directives for action; (5) his followers provide Trump 
with unqualified emotional support (he can "feel the love" when he's 
surrounded by his base).

As a result, like Mussolini before him, Trump has destroyed his country's 
reputation and standing in the world. In a 2016 Pew Research Center poll, 
84 percent of people in Germany, Britain, France, Canada and Sweden 
believed the American president would “do the right thing in world 
affairs.” One year later, with Trump in the White House, that number had 
fallen to shocking 16 percent.

Like Mussolini, Trump takes all the credit when things go right, but none 
of the blame when things go wrong.

Like Mussolini, Trump lacks any philosophy: he has only rhetoric. 
Like Mussolini, Trump gives the impression of talking directly to the 
people, while presuming to speak for them. 
Like Mussolini, Trump pretends to be an expert on every subject while in 
reality being incredibly incompetent and uninformed. 
Like Mussolini, Trump is closer to a Mafia don or gang lord than a 
democratic leader. 
Like Mussolini, Trump has had multiple wives, several mistressses and 
scores of adulterous affairs. 
Like Mussolini, Trump is working to strengthen laws against abortions, 
forcing girls and women to bear children they don't want or can't afford. 


Here's an eerie coincidence: Mussolini appointed his son-in-law as foreign 
minister; Trump has appointed his son-in-law as his primary foreign 
minister in the Middle East, the source of 9-11 and two bloody, trillion- 
dollar wars. 


Mussolini was taken to be a sheep in wolves' clothing, until he proved to 
be a real wolf. Many Americans seem to believe that what Trump says 
cannot be taken seriously. But Ben-Ghiat disagrees about Trump: "He 
means everything he says. Authoritarians never pivot." 


According to Ben-Ghiat, Mussolini described himself as an anti-politician, 
coined the slogan drenare la palude ("drain the swamp") and promised to 
make Italy great again. Ring any bells?

They both denounced legitimate presses while employing propaganda 
lavishly themselves. 
They both demanded public displays of loyalty (in Trump's case, everyone 
saluting the flag during the national anthem). 
They both called for large sums of money to be spent on public works. 
They both supported their nation's dominant religion and were supported 
in return by religious leaders and their flocks. 
They both used the term "love" while sowing discord, hatred and 
intolerance. 

They both were wildly inconsistent; they said whatever suited "the mood 
of the moment." 
They both had no time or use for scruples. 
They both were patently unfit to hold any office, yet held the highest office 
nonetheless.

Is Trump a Fascist?

As an editor, publisher and translator of Holocaust poetry, | am 
understandably very concerned about any possible resurgence of fascism 
in the modern world. But to be honest, | never imagined that it could 
happen here in the United States. That assurance, however, was shattered 
when | heard some of the things Donald Trump said during his presidential 
campaign. Knowing what happened to millions of Jews, Gypsies, Slavs and 
other “undesirables” during World War II and the Holocaust, | shuddered 
to think of fascism taking control of the world’s most powerful military, not 
to mention thousands of nukes. Is it possible that Trump is a fascist, as has 


been suggested by articles in New Republic, The Nation and other 
reputable publications? Where there is considerable smoke, may there be 
fire as well? But how can we tell? Socrates would tell us that before we 
enter into a debate, we must define our terms. So what, exactly, is fascism? 


In his essay “Ur-Fascism” (or “Eternal Fascism”), Umberto Eco listed 
fourteen properties of fascist ideology. Eco said that “it is enough that one 
of them be present to allow fascism to coagulate around it.” Thus, the 
presence of just one fascist trait can be very dangerous. Let’s see how 
many of the fourteen seem to apply to Donald Trump 


(1) “The Cult of Tradition” is characterized by cultural syncretism, even at 
the risk of internal contradiction. When all truth has already been revealed 
by Tradition, no new learning can occur, only further interpretation and 
refinement. 


Trump is so “traditional” that he equated homosexual marriage with new- 
fangled golf putters! (Never mind that odd-looking putters and gay 
marriage do no harm to anyone.) Trump invokes the cult of tradition when 
he defends discrimination against gay marriage. Trump is popular with 
evangelical Christians—four out of five evangelicals voted for him 
according to exit polls—because he embraces the “wisdom” of their 
received Tradition. (Never mind that the Bible endorses slavery, sex 
slavery, infanticide, matricide and the stoning to death of children!) Trump 
demands that everyone accept the tradition of standing during the 
national anthem. Why? Trump shows no evidence of ever questioning how 
he “knows” what he “knows.” He just knows, and there is no higher truth. 
Thus, new learning cannot occur.

(2) “The Rejection of Modernism” views the rationalistic development of 
Western culture since the Enlightenment as a descent into depravity. 
Tribal "wisdom" trumps science, pardon the pun. 


Trump’s evangelical supporters reject homosexual marriage and a 
woman’s right to choose as “depravity.” They also claim that Islam is a 
“false” and “depraved” religion, while ignoring the many very similar 
verses in the Bible and Koran. They insist that climate change is a "hoax," 
perhaps because their all-powerful "god" who controls nature would never 
let it happen. Trump ignores the evidence-based findings of American 
intelligence agencies to go with his o

(3) “The Cult of Action for Action’s Sake” dictates that action is of value in 
itself, and should be taken without intellectual reflection. This, says Eco, is 
connected with anti-intellectualism and irrationalism, and often manifests 
in attacks on modern culture and science. 


Trump’s mindless attacks on the EPA, the Climate Action Plan, the Paris 
Accords, NATO and the EU are cases in point. While often not seeming to 
have any sort of developed plan, Trump loves to be seen as a man of 
action, charging forth, even when he appears to be tilting at windmills (as 
with the Trump Shutdown over his imaginary border "wall"). Trump's 
"Muslim ban" is another example: "In a broad sense this reflects the cult 
of action for action’s sake, especially insofar as the pretense that summary 
discrimination against and persecution of Muslims writ large for the 
actions of terrorists amounts to ‘doing something."

(4) “Disagreement Is Treason” devalues intellectual discourse and critical 
reasoning as barriers to action, out of fear that such analysis will expose 
the contradictions embodied in a syncretistic faith. “In modern culture,” 
says Eco, “the scientific community praises disagreement as a way to 
improve knowledge. For Ur-Fascism, disagreement is treason.” 


Trump did not allow peaceful protests at his political rallies and said that 
he longed for the days when protesters ended up in the hospital, going as 
far as to say that he would like to punch protesters himself. He joined in 
chants of “lock her up” after Hillary Clinton confronted him with 
intellectual and fact-based arguments that exposed the errors and 
contradictions in his theories and plans. As president, Trump has fired all 
the "adults in the room" in order to surround himself with yes-men and 
yes-women.

(5) “Fear of Difference” is used to stir up racist sentiments against 
foreigners and immigrants. 


Trump shot to the top of the polls when in his first campaign speech he 
portrayed illegal immigrants as being “rapists” and “drug pushers” with 
only very limited exceptions. Of course that was far from the truth, since 
illegal immigrants commit fewer crimes, on a percentage basis, than the 
general population. Muslims of all stripes are another Trump target 
because they are all seen as potential terrorists: "Trump renders himself 
cause and cure of the problem of terrorism through binary Othering of the 
terrorist peril, an approach that also appeals to popular fear of difference." 


This fear of the Other led to Trump's infamous "Muslim ban." 
[Score: Trump 5.0 out of 5.0] 


(6) “Appeal to a Frustrated Middle Class” who fear economic pressure from 
the demands and aspirations of lower social groups. "Ur-Fascism derives 
from individual or social frustration. That is why one of the most typical 
features of the historical fascism was the appeal to a frustrated middle 
class, a class suffering from an economic crisis or feelings of political 
humiliation, and frightened by the pressure of lower social groups." 


One may postulate that this is how Trump won the presidential election: 
by focusing on Rust Belt “swing” states where the white middle-class had 
lost jobs and their employment prospects were less than optimal. Trump 
"in response to the economic problems created by the gutting of 
manufacturing and related industries amidst the emergence of neoliberal 
globalization" was able to create effective "appeals to a frustrated middle 
class." 


[Score: Trump 6.0 out of 6.0] 


(7) “Obsession with a Plot” and the hyping-up of an enemy threat. “The 
followers must feel besieged,” Eco wrote, “but the plot must come from 
the inside.” During the Cold War, it was “reds under the beds.” Now the 
interior threats include “the mainstream media” and the “deep state.” 


Has there ever been an American presidential candidate with more 
“theories” about plots against his person? Trump has also hyped all sorts 
of “threats” against the United States, which—according to him—only he 
can save us from. Trump has repeatedly referred to "the political 


establishment" who are variously "trying to stop him" and who are 
"responsible for the economic and foreign policies that have bled our 
country dry" and have "brought about the destruction of our factories and 
our jobs." Since becoming president Trump has, on virtually a daily basis, 
claimed to be the victim of “witch hunts” by rogue journalists and 
intelligence agencies.

(8) Fascist societies rhetorically cast their enemies as “at the same time too 
strong and too weak.” On the one hand, fascists play up the power of 
certain disfavored elites to encourage in their followers a sense of 
grievance and humiliation. On the other hand, fascist leaders point to the 
decadence of those elites as proof of their ultimate feebleness in the face 
of an overwhelming popular will. 


Trump at times portrayed Hillary Clinton as old and feeble, but at other 
times as so powerful that she alone was personally responsible for 
everything that ever went wrong in the Middle East! As president Trump 
has claimed The New York Timesis a "failing" enterprise, while also 
claiming he needs to be protected from all the mean journalists who write 
bad things about him. Trump will claim one day that ISIS is powerless and 
defeated, then talk about what must be done to defeat ISIS the next.

(9) “Pacifism is Trafficking with the Enemy” because “Life is Permanent 
Warfare” and thus there must always be an enemy to fight. 


Trump has exaggerated both dangers abroad and dangers at home. Those 


“dangers” make a “man of action” like Trump a necessity, if we are to 
believe him. Trump has said that only he can save Americans from 
immigration, terrorism, being taken advantage of by bad trade deals, etc. 
For Trump, life is permanent warfare. He once tweeted a Mussolini quote: 
“It is better to live one day as a lion than 100 years as a sheep.” 


[Score: Trump 9.0 out of 9.0] 


(10) “Contempt for the Weak” is uncomfortably married to a chauvinistic 
popular elitism, in which every member of society is superior to outsiders 
by virtue of belonging to the in-group. Eco sees in these attitudes the root 
of a deep tension in the fundamentally hierarchical structure of fascist 
polities, as they encourage leaders to despise their underlings, up to the 
Ultimate Leader who holds the whole country in contempt for having 
allowed him to overtake it by force. 


Trump frequently shows his disdain for the people around him, including 
his employees. For instance, a reporter noted that as a private citizen 
Trump called his pilots “idiots” when he experienced bumpy landings. But 
Trump at times lauds his followers, claiming that he “loves” them and they 
“love” him. There does seem to be deep tension, as one gets the 
impression that Trump disdains nearly everyone and only compliments 
people who agree with and obey him. Thus Steve Bannon is “my Steve” 
when he agrees with Trump but “Sloppy Steve” and someone who has 
“lost his mind” when he disagrees with Trump or criticizes him.

(11) “Everybody is Educated to Become a Hero” in the embrace of a cult of 
death. As Eco observes, “the Ur-Fascist hero is impatient to die. In his 


impatience, he more frequently sends other people to death.” 


This can be seen in the Trump brand of militarism: "Trumpism also invokes 
the hero/death binary of militarism." Trump’s first national security 
advisor, Michael Flynn, said the United States is engaged in a "world war" 
with Islam. Steve Bannon said war with China over tiny man-made islands 
was inevitable. Trump himself seems ready, willing and able to send many 
people to their deaths—including completely innocent refugee children 
and their parents. But | see no evidence that Trump longs for death 
himself, so perhaps this point does not fully apply.

At the time | originally graded Trump using this checklist, | didn't see 
anything that suggested he had a personal death wish. However, since 
Trump risked his own life along with many others by refusing to wear a 
mask and practice social distancing, | think he could be given a full point 
here. 


(12) “Machismo” sublimates the difficult work of permanent war and 
heroism into the sexual sphere. Fascists thus hold “both disdain for women 
and intolerance and condemnation of nonstandard sexual habits, from 
chastity to homosexuality.” 


| cannot remember an American presidential candidate ever speaking of 
women with such disdain, or bragging about kissing and groping them 
without their consent.

As explained later 
on this page, the Trump family purchased the most expensive building in the history of America, 
at 666 Fifth Avenue, a street symbolic of money (Mammon). Jared Kushner and his wife Ivanka 
Trump paid $1.8 billion for the building, which is 6+6+6 billion. The 666 tower is home to Lucent 
(Lucifer) Technologies and its RFID microchip (believed by many Christians to be the prophesied 
Mark of the Beast).

Donald Trump and Benito Mussolini: Striking Parallels 


Why did Trump go to Saudi Arabia, as his first official visit as the American president? Why did 
Trump bow down submissively before the Saudi king to accept the golden Collar of al-Saud? 
(Trump's campaign director Roger Stone tweeted that he wanted to "puke" when he saw Trump 
bow down to accept the gilded collar.) 


The Bible says that the Antichrist will talk about peace, only to betray Israel. Trump is on record 
saying that Saudi Arabia should be allowed to have nukes. But he also claimed there was "very 
profound" information that the Saudis were involved in the 9-11 attacks, referring to a 9-11 
Commission report that was classified at the time.

Trump's first foray into politics was announced in a 1986 New York Times article dated 6-6- 
6 explaining that The Donald would trump Mayor Koch by building a long-delayed Central Park rink 


through "sheer force of will." 


Trump entered the political world at the biblical age of 40. According to Trump himself, the critical 
first meeting with New York City officials took place on 6-6-6in his office. 


The Trump SoHo Hotel Condominium, called an "artists' enclave" by Donald Trump, was announced 
on The Apprentice on June 6, 2016 = 6-6-6. The project raised cries of fraud, deception and 
mismanagement. 


On the same date, 6-6-6, an article in Christian Science Monitor predicted that "Pragmatism 
May TRUMP Zeal as Iran's Power Grows." 


On the same date, 6-6-6, there was a TruthDig article titled "The Eve of Destruction." The opening 
line of the Barry McGuire song "Eve of Destruction" is "The eastern world it is exploding!" Trump 
seems intent on making it explode. 


In the Heidi Klum video in which she responds to Trump's sexist remark that she is no longer a ten, 
Klum wears a t-shirt inscribed with the number 9.99. Upside down, that is 666. 


In the Sex and the City pilot which aired 6-6-1998 (1998=666+666+666), Mr. Big is based on Donald 
Trump, Samantha calls Mr. Big a "young Donald Trump," the Twin Towers are prominent, and Carrie 
says "Self protection and closing the deal are paramount." 


The Bible's first 666 reference is the weight in talents of gold that King Solomon collected each year 
(1 Kings 10:14, 2 Chronicles 9:13, Ezra 2:13); Trump loves gold so much that he gold-plates his 
toilets. 


The number 666 is the sum of all the numbers on a roulette wheel; Trump has owned casinos and 
during his presidential campaign announced his intention to build a new multi-million-dollar casino 
in Las Vegas. 


Richard Rorty's book Achieving Our Country predicted a Trump presidency in 1998, and 
1998=666+666+666. 


On October 28, 2016 the FiveThirtyEight website had Trump with a 66.6 percent chance of winning 
the election in Utah, the citadel of Mormonism. 


On June 9, 2016 = 696 = Donald Trump sent his infamous tweet about Hillary Clinton's missing 
33,000 emails and promised a "major Hillary speech," mere hours after Donald Trump Jr., Jared 
Kushner and Paul Manafort had what appears to have been a treasonous backdoor meeting with 


Russian government agent Natalia Veselnitskaya. Reince Priebus was also photographed walking 
into Trump Tower the same day and his appearance was noted by AP reporter Jonathan Lemire in 
a tweet. This is also the time that Roger Stone predicted that Trump would "destroy" Hillary Clinton. 


On March 6, 2009 (the sixth day of the third month = 3*6 = three more sixes), the S&P bottomed 
out at 666. On that day, Donald Trump told CBS News that he was "gobbling up" properties in 
Washington D.C. (Little did anyone at the time know that the property he had in mind was the White 
House!) At that time Trump predicted that the national unemployment rate would rise to over 10%, 
which didn't happen under the Obama administration. Was Trump predicting what would happen 
when he became president and started stocking his cabinet with Goldman Sachs donors? Recently 
an article titled "The Barron's Bomb!" stated: "Last week, BARRON'S magazine suggested the bull 
market that began March 2009 at 666 will not end until it 'tops out" when the NASDAQ hits 6666." 
Donald Trump used the name John Barron as an alias, and his youngest son's name is Barron. Is the 
"bomb" he predicted about to be dropped on the American people? 


House Resolution 666 lifted the ban on U.S. oil exports, at a time the earth is overheating, ice caps 
and glaciers are melting, and untold numbers of innocent animals face extinction. Donald Trump 
enthuses about the U.S. being an energy exporter, including "beautiful clean coal." But of course 
no one can burn coal or oil without releasing more carbon dioxide into the atmosphere. The solution 
is not to export and burn more coal and oil, but to create "green" energy. But Trump withdrew the 
U.S. from the Paris accords, refusing to be responsible about man's responsibility to the earth and 
its myriad creatures. What on earth can the Creator think about what Trump intends to do to his 
creation? BTW, HR 666 was later renumbered to HR 702 to disguise its devilish intentions. 


Nostradamus 


Did Nostradamus predict Donald Trump as a modern-day Antichrist when he spoke of "The false 
trumpet concealing madness" that will change money and standards? 


Nostradamus also predicted: "The trumpet shakes with great discord. An agreement broken: lifting 
the face to heaven: the bloody mouth will swim with blood; the face anointed with milk and honey 
lies on the ground." Israel is "the land of milk and honey." The Bible predicts that the Antichrist will 
betray Israel. Did Nostradamus see and predict the same thing? Trump has said that he will be

Matt Haig, a best-selling British writer, wrote a Facebook post about Trump that concludes: "It 
might be the end of the world. But we still can't switch to another channel." To his surprise, the 
word count was 666. 


The name Donald means: World Ruler, Great Chief, Proud Chief. Think of a powerful Mafia don. Our 
word "don" derives from the Italian donno ("Lord") and the Latin dominus ("Master," 
"domination"). Donald is a Scottish name derived from the ancient Gaelic name Domhnall, which 
means "ruler of the world." The name Trump means: to upstage, to outrank, to triumph. But it also 
has connotations of trickery; for instance: "trumped-up charges." Donald Trump's middle name is 
John, which means "God is gracious." Thus an interpretation of Trump's full name is: "A proud world 
ruler who, after God has been gracious, will attempt to upstage and outrank Christ, using trickery." 
Thus, Trump's name may be considered a prophecy—one that coincides with the many 666 
connections and the ancient prophets’ warnings about a "little horn" and the "Trump of Doom." 


Trump goes to church for Easter and Christmas. He collects Bibles but doesn't seem to read them 
and certainly doesn't live by them. His daughter Ivanka converted to Judaism.

The anti-Christ is supposed to be a sort of "reverse twin" of Jesus Christ, as if Lucifer became flesh 
and tried to become the Savior of the world. And Trump is certainly proclaiming himself to be the 
only possible Savior! 


Trump claims to be a Christian but said he never asks God for forgiveness and he denigrated Holy 


Communion by speaking dismissively of the "little bread" and "little wine," suggesting that HE is 
much bigger and more important! 


And yet Trump is being praised and endorsed by evangelical Christians like Sarah Palin, Jerry Falwell 
Jr. and Franklin Graham, along with Mr. Putin and many neo-Nazi and KKK types! 


According to the Bible, the Antichrist will be a Great Deceiver, misleading even the very elect. 
Donald Trump is as far from Jesus Christ as a man can be, and yet Christian leaders are embracing 
him!

Trump's main claims to fame are insulting people as he fires them, building casinos, gold-plating 
toilets, bragging about all the "beautiful pieces of ass" that he's bedded, and always doing the 
opposite of what Jesus Christ would do.

Would Jesus Christ, or any true Christian, spend hundreds of millions of dollars on extended golf 
vacations, selling overpriced ball caps and talking hypocritically about "making America great 
again," when the money could be used to help people suffering and dying in the aftermath of two 


utterly devastating hurricanes? We all know the answer, and yet millions of evangelical Christians 
are still supporting Trump. Why? 


Trump Would Ban Jesus and the Holy Family! 


Is it "Christian" for a nation to turn its back on completely innocent refugee children and their 
mothers? Is this how "the land of the free and home of the brave" should behave—like the most 
craven of cowards? 
Trump intends to ban all non-Christian refugees from Middle Eastern hot spots. But is Trump wiser 
than Jesus Christ, who told the Parable of the Good Samaritan (a Palestinian)? 
The point of the parable is that Christians cannot limit their compassion and charity to people of 
their own race and religion. That is what Pharisees do, not Christians. 
Trump would have banned the Holy Family, since they came from a "hot spot" of terrorism 
(Bethlehem is in the Palestinian West Bank) and they were not Christians at the time Jesus was 
born. 

Would you ban Mary and Jesus, joining the heartless people who told them there was "no room"? 
Well, Jesus said "Whatsoever ye do unto the least of these, my brethren, ye do it unto Me!" 
Why are people who claim to be Christians rejecting Jesus when they reject the smallest and most 
vulnerable of human beings—refugee children and their mothers? 
Of course we should not be surprised when the Antichrist does exactly the opposite of what Jesus 
Christ would do. And Trump constantly says and does things contrary to Jesus and his teachings. 


Lies of the Antichrist? 
One attribute of the Antichrist is that he is a liar. According to fact checkers like Politifact, Donald 


Trump very seldom bothers to tell the truth. Now that Trump has won the election, he is proving 
himself to be a serial liar 


Trump then: “I will give you everything,” Trump actually promised during the campaign. “Every 
dream you've ever dreamed for your country” will come true! 
Trump now: Failure upon failure. 


Trump then: He blasted Ted Cruz and Hillary Clinton for cozying up to Goldman Sachs financiers, 
claiming that other candidates were "owned" by big bankers who made them their political 
"slaves." 

Trump now: Rather than "draining the swamp," Trump has stocked it with Goldman Sachs donors 
and more than 100 former lobbyists, according to a report by USA Today. If Trump told the truth, 
he is now owned by his donors and has become their slave. If he lied, he is a charlatan and a con 
man who will say anything to get elected. In either case, what a hypocrite! 


Here are Trump's cabinet choices who prove that he is not "draining the swamp," but stocking it 
with his crocodilian donors: Steve Bannon (Goldman Sachs), Steve Mnuchin (Goldman Sachs hedge 
fund manager), Gary Cohn (Goldman Sachs director), Elaine Chao (Wells Fargo board and lobbyist), 
Todd Ricketts (SuperPAC donor who helped channel millions to Trump), Wilbur Ross (bailed out 
Trump's Taj Mahal casino), Linda McMahon (WWE founder who donated millions to Trump's 
campaign), Betsy DeVos (donated millions to Trump), Andrew Puzder (major Trump donor), Rex 
Tillerson (has spent more than $170 million lobbying). 


Trump then: He said that he was "self-funding" his campaign and called the other candidates 
"slaves" of their donors. 
Trump now: He lied when he said that he would donate $100 million of his own money to his 
campaign to keep himself "pure." Rather, to save his own money, he took millions from big money 
donors, and he is now appointing non-qualified donors to some of our nation's most important jobs. 
No president in recent memory has appointed unqualified donors to policy-making cabinet 
positions. Take, for instance, Linda McMahon of the WWE professional wrestling circus. She and 
her husband Vince McMahon donated $7.5 million to Trump's campaign and an additional $5 
million to his foundation. Now she has been handsomely rewarded with the cabinet position of 
heading the Small Business Administration. Is there no one in the United States more qualified to 
head the SBA than Linda McMahon? Of course there are many people more qualified (not to 
mention less embarrassing than the owner of a company that pays women to run around in their 
underwear, sometimes ripping each other's clothes off, to sell tickets). Other Trump donors being 
handed cabinet positions include Betsy DeVos, Andrew Puzder, Wibur Ross, Todd Ricketts (whose 
wealthy family helped found and fund the Future45 SuperPAC that spent lavishly to help Trump get 
elected) and Steve Mnuchin (a Goldman Sachs hedge fund managers who served as Trump's 
national finance chairman and helped organize dozens of high-dollar campaign fundraisers across 
the country). The bottom line? If Trump was telling the truth about other candidates, he became a 
slave of his donors when he started taking their money. 


Trump then: First, he claimed to be strongly pro-Israel. 
Trump now: But when he spoke to the Republican Jewish Coalition, Trump inspired rolling eyes and 
boos by engaging in racial stereotypes of Jews. Trump also informed the audience that he would be 
"neutral" on Israel's conflict with the Palestinians. He later said that Saudi Arabia should be allowed 
to develop nukes, but Saudi Arabia refuses to recognize Israel and spawned most of the 9-11 
terrorists, including Osama bin Laden. Finally, Trump said that he would ban all Muslims, but later 
reneged, saying that he would allow his rich Muslim friends to enter the US. Well, who is richer than 
the House of Saud? 


Trump then: First he was strongly pro-choice. Then he was strongly pro-life. Then he was "pro-life 
with exceptions." 
Trump now: No one really knows his position on abortion. Asked if abortion early in a pregnancy is 


murder, Trump replied: "What | am saying is this: With caveats—life of the mother, incest, rape. 
That's where | stand. So, I'm pro-life, but with the caveats. You have to have it with the caveats." 
Asked if a pregnancy happens outside those caveats, Trump stated: "It depends." With Trump 
everything is "negotiable," and what he said two minutes ago is gone with the wind. 


Trump then: When Matt Lauer asked Trump directly: "So, if Caitlyn Jenner were to walk into Trump 
Tower and wanted to use the bathroom, you would be fine with her using any bathroom she 
chooses?" Trump replied: "That is correct." 
Trump now: His position on "potty parity" is now unclear. 


Trump then: "I will get rid of gun-free zones on school, and—you have to—and on military 
bases. My first day, it gets signed, okay? My first day. There’sno more gun-free zones." 
Trump now: Trump wants to make schools gun-free zones with an exception for teachers, but not 
for students, parents or guardians: "She [Hillary Clinton] talked about guns in classrooms. | don’t 
want to have guns in classrooms although, in some cases, teachers should have guns in classrooms, 
frankly. Because, teachers are, you know, things that are going on in our schools are unbelievable." 


Trump then: He told the nation that through his personal intervention, he had saved 1,100 jobs at 
a Carrier plant. 
Trump now: Chuck Jones, president of United Steelworkers 1999, which represents Carrier workers, 
called Trump a liar: “He got up there, and, for whatever reason, lied his ass off.” According to Jones, 
only 730 jobs were saved and nearly as many (550) were lost. Trump seems to have simply doubled 
the number of lost jobs, telling the nation they were "saved." Trump then attacked Jones for telling 
the truth, and the union workers, saying they should have "spent more time working." But that was 
not the problem, since Jones pointed out that Carrier was moving the plant to save $65 million per 
year, and the workers would have been forced to work for $5 per hour without benefits to save 
that much money. The problem was not that they were not working enough hours, but that Carrier 
was looking for serfs. 


Trump then: On the campaign trail he said that hedge fund managers were "getting away with 
murder." 

Trump now: He has appointed Steve Mnuchin, a hedge fund manager and 17-year Goldman Sachs 
alum, to be Secretary of the Treasury. If confirmed, Mnuchin would be at the helm of any future 
decisions on bank bailouts or economic stimulus. Previously, Mnuchin was the finance chairman on 
Trump's campaign, where he was in charge of soliciting political donations. So much for Trump's 
"self-funding." He is now rewarding his big money donors with our nation's most important jobs. 


Trump then: "Real change begins with immediately repealing and replacing Obamacare," he said 
on the eve of the election. 
Trump now: Obamacare may merely be "amended" according to what Trump told the Wall Street 


Journal, as he praised provisions of Obamacare such as coverage for individuals with pre-existing 
conditions and for adults under 26 who would like to stay on their parents’ health care plans. "I like 
those very much," he said. In the past, Trump said: "I'm a conservative on most issues but 
a liberal on this one ... We must have universal healthcare." (Source: Donald Trump, The America 
We Deserve, 2000.) 


Trump now: In October 2015, he said that he believed “100 percent” that Iraq and Libya would be 
much better off if their respective former dictators Saddam Hussein and Moammar Gadhafi were 
still in power. 
Trump then: He was initially FOR the invasions of Iraq and Libya. For instance, in February 2011 
Trump said: “I can’t believe what our country is doing. Qaddafi in Libya is killing thousands of people, 
nobody knows how bad it is, and we’re sitting around we have soldiers all have the Middle East, 
and we’re not bringing them in to stop this horrible carnage and that’s what it is: It’s a carnage 
... Now we should go in, we should stop this guy, which would be very easy and very quick.” 


Trump then: "Get it straight: Pakistan is not our friend!" he tweeted in 2011. Then in 2015 Trump 
called for a “total and complete shutdown of Muslims entering the United States” —which would, 
of course, cover nearly all Pakistanis. Trump later modulated his “total ban” on Muslims to include 
only “extreme vetting” of any Muslim trying to enter the U.S. from “terror-prone regions where 
vetting cannot safely occur.” Trump promised that this would start on day one of his 
presidency because he can do this without congressional oversight. Pakistan is the country where 
Navy Seals killed Osama bin Laden, the mastermind of the 9-11 terror attacks. This, by definition, 
puts Pakistan into Trump’s “terror-prone regions” category. So even the best and the brightest 
Pakistanis would, at a minimum, be subject to “extreme vetting” under the emerging Trump foreign 
policy doctrine. 
Trump now: “Mr. Trump said that he would love to come to a fantastic country, fantastic place of 
fantastic people. Please convey to the Pakistani people that they are amazing and all Pakistanis | 
have known are exceptional people, said Mr. Donald Trump.” Since nearly all Pakistanis are 
Muslims, does it make any sense to ban all these fantastic people from the US? Once again, Trump 
has been caught lying and playing the hypocrite. 


Trump then: He called climate change a "hoax" invented by the Chinese before launching his 
presidential campaign. During his campaign, in an interview with the Washington Post editorial 
board, Trump said: "I think there's a change in weather. | am not a great believer in man-made 
climate change." Then in May, he said he would "cancel" the Paris climate change accord. 
Trump now: "I have an open mind to it," he told the Times on the Paris deal. "We're going to look 
very carefully. | have a very open mind." Asked about the scientific consensus on a connection 
between human activity and climate change, he added: "I think there is some connectivity. There is 
some, something. It depends on how much. It also depends on how much it's going to cost our 
companies." 


Trump then: He repeatedly bashed Clinton's use of a private email server during his campaign, 
repeatedly arguing that she should be behind bars as his supporters erupted in "Lock her up!" 
chants. Trump vowed: "If | win, | am going to instruct my attorney general to get a special 
prosecutor to look into your situation, because there has never been so many lies, so much 
deception. There has never been anything like it, and we're going to have a special 
prosecutor." Trump added that she'd be "in jail" if he were president. 
Trump now: "I want to move forward, | don't want to move back. And | don't want to hurt the 
Clintons. | really don't. She went through a lot. And suffered greatly in many different ways. And | 
am not looking to hurt them at all," Trump told the New York Times. "It's just not something that | 
feel very strongly about." Also, Trump is considering David Petraeus for the most important cabinet 
position, Secretary of State. But Petraeus was convicted and fined for deliberately revealing top 
secret information to an unauthorized person, his mistress. So once again Trump has played the liar 
and hypocrite. 


Trump then: He called Ben Carson "pathological" and compared him to a child molester who can 
never be trusted or cured. 
Trump now: He called Ben Carson "brilliant" and appointed him to his cabinet as the Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development! 


Trump then: "No media is more corrupt than the failing New York Times." 
Trump now: "I will say, The Times is, it's a great, great American jewel. A world jewel." 


Trump then: "The people of South Carolina are embarrassed by Nikki Haley!" he tweeted in March. 
Trump now:Trump picked Nikki Haley as his ambassador to the United Nations. 


Trump then: "I would bring back waterboarding and I'd bring back a hell of a lot worse than 
waterboarding ae we have to be pretty vicious." 
Trump now: He seems to be changing his mind after talking with retired Gen. James Mattis, a 
leading candidate to become secretary of defense. "[Mattis] said—! was surprised—he said, 'l've 
never found it to be useful.’ He said, ‘I've always found, give me a pack of cigarettes and a couple 
of beers and | do better with that than | do with torture.’ And | was very impressed by that answer," 
Trump told the Times. "Look, we have people that are chopping off heads and drowning people in 
steel cages and we're not allowed to waterboard. But I'll tell you what, | was impressed by that 
answer. It certainly does not—it's not going to make the kind of a difference that maybe a lot of 
people think. If it's so important to the American people, | would go for it. | would be guided by 
that." 


Trump then: “I don't believe in settling cases. I'm not Jamie Dimon, who pays $13 billion to settle a 
case and then pays $11 billion to settle a case and who | think is the worst banker in the United 


States.” 
Trump now: Of course he lied. Trump has settled many cases by paying off plaintiffs. For instance, 
he just agreed to pay $25 million to settle the case of fraud against his so-called Trump "University." 


How can anyone believe anything Trump says? 


Trump Definitions 


trump (v.1) “surpass, beat,” 1580s, from trump (n.). Related: trumped; trumping; trump (v.2) 
“fabricate, devise,” 1690s, from trump “deceive, cheat” (1510s), from Middle English trumpen (late 
14c.), from Old French tromper “to deceive,” of uncertain origin. Apparently from se tromper 
de “to mock,” from Old French tromper “to blow a trumpet.”

Trump's God Complex 


Does Donald Trump have a God complex? According to Barbara Res, one of Trump's highest-ranking 
female employees: “He got too famous.

Is Trump qualified to be commander-in-chief of the American military? Not according to General 
Wesley Clark, a former NATO supreme allied commander in Europe and a 2004 presidential 
candidate. Clark was valedictorian of his West Point class, and a Rhodes Scholar. General Clark said 
of Trump: "He's spent his life in service only to himself. From the time he was a young man when 
he didn't serve in Vietnam, when he chased women in New York and used his father's real estate 
business for self-promotion, when he exploited minorities, when he defrauded small businessmen, 
it's always been about Donald, Donald, Donald."

(So Trump claims to be good using the biblical "I am" phrase that Jehovah used to identify himself 
to Moses.) 
Jesus Christ said that lust is the same as adultery, but Trump says, "You know, it doesn't really 
matter what [the media] write as long as you've got a young and beautiful piece of ass." 
Trump said that "an eye for an eye" is his favorite Bible verse, but Jesus Christ preached a gospel of 
love, forgiveness and returning good for evil. 
Trump said, “You have to be wealthy in order to be great." Jesus Christ said just the opposite in his 
parable of the camel and the needle's eye. 


The Most Disturbing Things about Donald Trump 


Perhaps the most disturbing thing about Donald Trump (and there are many things to be disturbed 
about) is his claim to be the "only one" who can save Americans, the "only one" who can save the 
Pope and Rome, and the "only one" who can save the world. Trump claims to be the nation’s Savior.

Miss Housecleaning (presumably because she is Latina and that is what female Latinos are good for, 
according to The Donald). Trump has a well-documented history of calling women "pigs," "dogs," 
"disgusting animals," "slobs," "gold diggers" and other highly offensive names. Trump was once 
asked, point-blank by Howard Stern, if he treats women with respect. "I can't say that either," was 
his response. If this concerns you, there is more information at Donald Trump's War on Women. In 
any case, his "Machado Meltdown" is just one of many examples of why he is unfit to be president 
of the United States. 


Trump even body-shamed Kim Kardashian when she was pregnant, saying that she had become 
"large" and should watch the kind of clothes she wore in public! Should pregnant women be 
ashamed of their "baby bumps," really? 


According to Howard Stern, on the day of Trump's marriage to Marla Maples, Trump told him 
"vagina is expensive." That seems to be Trump's attitude toward women, since he has said similar 
things in interviews over the years. The only women who matter are beautiful women, they are all 
bimbos (according to what a model overheard him saying) and "gold diggers" (according to what 
Trump said himself). There seems to be little doubt that Trump judges women strictly by their looks, 
since he complained that Carly Fiorina should not be elected president because of "that face" and 
he said that Hillary Clinton does not have a presidential "look." His attitude toward women extends 
to his own family, as he said that he would like to "date" his daughter Ivanka, mentioning only her 
looks and body, but nothing about her character, intelligence or accomplishments. He also said that 
his second wife was "great tits, no brains."

Trump is so lacking in empathy and decency that he considers catastrophes "good luck" and 
beneficial. For instance, when Hurricane Sandy struck Florida, resulting in 147 deaths and massive 
destruction, Trump tweeted that the hurricane was good "luck" for President Obama because he 
might pick up votes from some of the victims who were given assistance. His insinuation was that 
victims of the hurricane should not be given federal assistance. Trump also said that a collapse of 
the housing market would be a good thing for him, because he could buy other people's property 
on the cheap. During the first presidential debate, Trump said that he was "smart" not to pay federal 
income taxes. However, those taxes pay for the sustenance and safety of our troops. Should the 
commander-in-chief of our military ask young people to risk their lives for their country, when he is 
unwilling to risk paying a small percentage of his earnings to feed, clothe, house and protect them? 
Over and over we see Trump bragging and gloating about his extremely selfish behavior.

George W. Bush administration—signed a letter denouncing Trump and pledging not to vote for 
him. The letter, first reported by The New York Times, warns: "We are convinced that in the Oval 
Office, he would be the most reckless President in American history." Signers of the letter include 
former CIA and National Security Agency Director Michael Hayden, former Director of National 
Intelligence and Deputy Secretary of State John Negroponte, and Eric Edelman, who was Vice 
President Dick Cheney's National Security Adviser. Other signatories include two Homeland Security 
Secretaries under Bush, Tom Ridge and Michael Chertoff, and Robert Zoellick, a former Deputy 
Secretary of State. These are not liberals denouncing Trump for political purposes; they are staunch 
conservatives and patriots who see Trump as a danger to the United States and to the larger world. 


Trump has said several times that he would order U.S. military personnel to perform illegal acts; for 
instance, to track down and deliberately murder women and children related to terrorists. Pressed 
on whether American soldiers would obey such heinous orders, Trump replied: “They’re not gonna 
refuse me. Believe me.” Hitler once persuaded German soldiers to torture and murder women and 
children. We now call the results the Holocaust. It is chilling to hear a man one step from the 
American presidency who doesn't know that it is the ultimate evil to murder innocent and 
defenseless women and children. 


Trump has said the following things about American generals: (1) "I know more about ISIS than the 
generals do. Believe me." (2) American generals have been "reduced to rubble" despite winning 


every major battle in Afghanistan and Iraq, and whittling ISIS down to a fraction of its former 
landholdings. (3) American generals have become "embarrassing for our country." Does anyone 
beside Trump believe that is a true statement? (4) Trump has claimed to have a "secret plan" to 
defeat ISIS, but later said that as president he would ask his generals to submit plans to defeat ISIS 
within 30 days. This makes no sense for at least three reasons. First, if Trump already has a "secret 
plan," he doesn't need input from anyone else. Second, if it were that easy to come up with a plan 
to defeat ISIS in a month, American generals would already have submitted the plan. Unlike Trump, 
they don't put an election above defending their nation. Third, if Trump has such a plan, if he were 
a patriot he would have already submitted the plan to the proper authorities. Fourth, how can 
American generals do their jobs with such a wishy-washy commander-in-chief? (5) Trump told Matt 
Lauer that he would have "different" generals, meaning that he plans to fire most or all of our 
current generals. That seems ill-advised, to say the least, and beyond the authority of the 
presidency. Does Trump have any idea about how the military functions, or how the president 
works with the military when that requires respect on both sides? 


Trump seldom talks about American democracy, the Constitution, the rule of law, pluralism, 
diversity, the Founding Fathers, the separation of powers, the democratic process, freedom, justice, 
compassion or human rights. Instead, he talks of “strength” and “winning,” usually in relation to 
himself. What really matters to Trump, apparently, is not what happens to us, but that Trump 
"wins" and gets to brag about it. Jesus Christ humbled himself and always put others first, washing 


the feet of his disciples to illuminate the correct path. Trump glorifies himself, constantly putting 
himself first. It is impossible for me to imagine Trump kneeling to wash the grubby feet of his 
inferiors. In that sense, at least, Trump truly is the polar opposite of Jesus Christ. Have there ever 
been two human beings more different than Christ and Trump? To believe in one should be to reject 
the other. And yet many people who claim to be Christians are voting for Trump. When the Bible 
talks about the very elect being deceived by the Antichrist, is it talking about American Christians? 


What kind of person is Donald Trump, really? This comment by Daniel Sullivan caught my eye. 
Sullivan acted as a labor consultant to Trump when he was accused of hiring, then stiffing, 
undocumented Polish workers during the creation of his signature Trump Tower on Fifth Avenue in 
Manhattan. In 1990, Sullivan told People magazine: “It was disgusting how he used people. | said, 
‘Don’t exploit them like that. Don’t try to f-ck these poor souls over.’ It baffled me then, and it makes 
me sick even now that he knowingly had these Poles there for the purpose of Trump Tower at 
starvation wages. He couldn’t give a sh-t because he’s Donald Trump and everybody is here to serve 
him. Over time he became more and more monstrous and arrogant. | asked myself, ‘How long is it 
going to take for all of this to catch up with him?” Now the question is what kind of hell we will 
catch if Trump becomes president. 


Donald Trump reiterated his hard-line approach on the deportation of "a huge number" of illegal 
immigrants, vowing that if he is elected, "they're going out so fast your head would spin." It bears 
noting that Trump—whose family came to the United States as refugees after Germany evicted 
them for tax evasion and draft dodging—may be an anchor baby himself, unless he can prove that 
his grandfather was an American citizen at the time his father was conceived in Germany. 
Otherwise, because Trump's mother was born in Scotland, he cannot claim to be a legal citizen of 
the United States by his own definition. Where is Trump's documentation? Until he can produce 
the proper documentation, we should assume that he is an anchor baby, just as he will assume that 
millions of Hispanics are illegal immigrants unless they can produce documentation. It also bears 
noting that Trump would have denied the Holy Family asylum in the United States, since they were 
not Christians at the time Jesus was born, and they lived in a "hot spot" (the West Bank of Palestine).

And all the world marveled and followed the beast. (Revelation 13:3) ... Could Trump's botched 
scalp surgery be the Bible's head wound? 
Let no one deceive you by any means; for that day will not come unless the falling away comes first, 
and the man of sin is revealed, the son of perdition, who opposes and exalts himself above all that 
is called God or that is worshipped, so that he sits as God in the temple of God, showing himself 
that he is God. (2 Thessalonians 2:3-4) ... Sounds like Trump to me. 
And out of one of them came forth a little horn, which waxed exceeding great, And it waxed great, 
even to the host of heaven; and it cast down some of the host and of the stars to the ground, and 
stamped upon them. (Daniel 8:9-10) ... A trump or trumpet is a "little horn," so perhaps the Bible is 
saying that the Antichrist will literally be called "Trump."

Deceitful: a con artist, he will deceive many people through fearmongering (Trump's book Crippled 
America) 

Negotiator: he will be a master negotiator and dealmaker, persuading the nations of the world to 
trust him (The Art of the Deal) 
Strongman: he will be a real "tough guy" (Trump's book Time to Get Tough) 
"Big Idea" Man: he will propose things never heard before, and seem to make them happen at first 
(Trump's book Think Big and Kick Ass) 
Champion: he will claim to be able to do things that are impossible for other human beings (Trump's 
book Think Like a Champion) 
Comeback Artist: seemingly left for dead, he will make an amazing comeback (Trump's book The 
Art of the Comeback) 
Problem Solver: he will convince people that he alone has the answers to previously unsolvable 
problems (Trump's wall, to be paid for by Mexico) 
Confidence Man: although interested only in himself, he will convince other people to trust him 
(Trump's book Why We Want You to Be Rich) 


Winner: he will claim to be a winner, and delude the masses (Trump's book The Way to the Top) 
Midas Touch: he will claim that everything he touches turns into gold (Trump's book Midas Touch) 
Conqueror: he will claim that no one can defeat him (Trump promises to protect Israel and to defeat 
ISIS) 

Commander: he will be a military leader (Trump claims to be the most militaristic person on the 
planet) 

Intimidator: he will be a “king of fierce countenance” (Trump is a bully and _ intimidator) 
Arrogant: "He shall exalt himself and magnify himself" (Is anyone as arrogant as The Donald?) 
Egomaniac: "He shall magnify himself above all" (Donald Trump brags more than anyone | have ever 
known) 


Is this Christian Cabinet? 


Ben Carson was called "pathological" and compared to a child molester by Trump, during his 
campaign. Now Trump wants Carson to head the department of Housing and Urban Development. 
And of course Carson knows precious little about housing and urban development, having 
dedicated his life to surgery, and having admitted more than once that he doesn't deserve a 
government job because other people are more qualified than he is! 


Linda McMahon is a former chief executive of World Wrestling Entertainment. She and her husband 
Vince McMahon were among Trump's biggest donors. Is Trump "draining the swamp" or is he 
stocking it with donors, cronies and political piranha? When asked about Trump's promise to "drain 
the swamp," Newt Gingrich said that Trump was just being "cute" in a Tweet and had no intention 
of really getting rid of the infestation. Now, with three Goldman Sachs bigwigs and other donors to 
his campaign being given plum cabinet positions, Trump has gone far beyond what any modern 
president has done. Other presidents may have rewarded donors with ambassadorships to distant 
locales where they couldn't do too much damage. But Trump is putting his crocodilian donors in 
major policy-making positions. 


Andrew Puzder is another Trump donor, and despite having no requisite experience, is Trump's 
choice for Labor Secretary. Trump said that Puzder would help make American workers "more 
prosperous" but in truth Puzder is a staunch opponent of raising the minimum wage. During his 
campaign Trump said that American wages are "too high" and Puzder seems to share that opinion. 
But they are both billionaires and we don't hear them talking about limiting what they make to help 
the country, do we? It seems sacrifice is only for the little guys, not the fat cats. And Puzder will be 
the first Labor Secretary on record saying things like: “I like beautiful women eating burgers in 
bikinis! | think it’s very American!” So much for the party of "family values." 


Trump's pick for secretary of education, Betsy DeVos, is another Trump donor seemingly being 
reward with a plum job: Education Secretary. She and her husband are major political power 


brokers in their home state of Michigan. Her goal seems to be to rob Michigan public schools of 
money by funneling funds to charter schools. But Michigan charter schools have been very poor 
performers. "When | hear her name and | think about education, | think about choice without 
quality," said Tonya Allen, president and CEO of the Skillman Foundation, and a member of a 
coalition to help fix Detroit schools. 


Scott Pruitt is Trump's choice to head the EPA. But Pruitt is a climate change denier who has sued 
the EPA for protecting the environment and has called himself a "leading advocate" against the EPA. 
Unsurprisingly, fossil fuel interests greeted Mr. Trump’s selection with elation. According to the 
Bible, human beings were given stewardship of the earth. Is it "Christian" to ignore the impact of 
burning fossil fuels on the planet and the life it supports? 


Mike Pompeo is "known as one of the more fanatical purveyors of conspiracy theories about the 
2011 terrorist attacks in Benghazi, Libya." He is a war hawk who advocated using the US military in 
Syria. He is a fierce critic of the Iran peace deal, but his threat to "tear up" the deal seems sure to 
push Iran into developing nukes and could lead to yet another unwinnable war in the Middle East. 
(American and Israeli military experts have pointed out that bombing Iran will not stop Iran from 
developing nukes, so the peace deal actually makes sense. Also, there are reports that Israeli Prime 
Minister Bibi Netanyahu does not want the Iran nuke deal to be scrapped.) Pompeo has defended 
the use of torture as "within the Constitution" and has spoken in favor of methods that include 


waterboarding, electric shocks, hypothermia, mock executions, nudity and "rectal feeding." He has 
called Guantanamo Bay a “goldmine of intelligence" and seems determined to keep it open. He is a 
proponent of Big-Brotherish surveillance methods and wants to revive them. He thinks 
whistleblower Edward Snowden should be put to death. Pompeo is a very creepy dude. 


Michael T. Flynn appears to be a real-life Dr. Strangelove who has ties to Russia, has been described 
as "deranged" and a "maniac," and has talked about a "purge" of the American military. He has 
expressed a fascist-like fear that the world does not "fear our might." He has made laudatory 
statements about Russia and has accepted payments from the Russian propaganda network RT. 
Flynn once said that Sharia, or Islamic law, is spreading in the United States (it is obviously not). He 
called Islam a "malignant cancer," a belief typical of conspiracy theorists. His dubious assertions are 
so common that when he ran the Defense Intelligence Agency, subordinates came up with a name 
for the phenomenon: "Flynn facts." It appears that, like Trump, Flynn never met a conspiracy theory 
that he didn't immediately embrace and fall in love with. For instance, in a Facebook post, Flynn 
shared a fake news story claiming that Obama flaunted an erection to female reporters in 2008. 
Now, Flynn's new boss may have done things like that, but no one has produced any credible 
evidence of President Obama sexually assaulting women! Flynn also tweeted a fake news story 
about Hillary Clinton having sex with children! And, like Trump, Flynn appears to be a man without 
convictions who can change his positions on a dime. For instance, during a July 10, 2016 interview 
on ABC News, when asked by This Week host Martha Raddatz about the issue of abortion, Flynn 


stated, "women have to be able to choose." The next day, Flynn said on Fox News that he is a "pro- 
life Democrat." 


James Mattis has earned the nicknames "Mad Dog," "The Warrior Monk" and "Chaos" (his call-sign). 
On February 1, 2005, speaking at a forum in San Diego, he said: "You go into Afghanistan, you got 
guys who slap women around for five years because they didn't wear a veil. You know, guys like 
that ain't got no manhood left anyway. So it's a hell of a lot of fun to shoot them. Actually, it's a lot 
of fun to fight. You know, it's a hell of a hoot. It's fun to shoot some people. I'll be right upfront with 
you, | like brawling." Mattis's remarks sparked controversy and General Michael Hagee, 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, issued a statement suggesting that Mattis should have chosen 
his words more carefully, but would not be disciplined. In May 2004, Mattis ordered the 
Mukaradeeb wedding party massacre, which resulted in the deaths of 42 men, women and children 
who were attending a wedding ceremony. Mattis stated that it had taken him 30 seconds to 
deliberate on bombing the location. The Obama administration reportedly did not place much trust 
in Mattis, because he was perceived to be too eager for a military confrontation with Iran. 


Stephen Bannon has been described as "a racist, xenophobic, misogynist, anti-Semitic nationalist— 
very much, in other words, like his boss, the soon-to-be president of the United States." Bannon is 
a leading figure of the so-called "alt-right." In other words, a kook. When he was in charge 
of Breitbart News, he was famous (or more accurately, infamous) for headlines like "Birth Control 
Makes Women Unattractive and Crazy." According to Bannon, "Darkness is good." He went on to 
explain: "Dick Cheney. Darth Vader. Satan. That's power. It only helps us when they (liberals) get it 
wrong. When they're blind to who we are and what we're doing." Bannon has become "the blackest 
hole" in the Trump universe, aside from Trump himself. 


Jeff Sessions has a long history of opposing equal rights for women and minorities; he also appears 
to be an Islamophobe who may push the US toward more unwinnable wars in the Middle East. In 
1986, President Reagan nominated Sessions, then a United States attorney from Alabama, to be a 
federal judge. The Republican-controlled Senate rejected him "based on devastating testimony by 
former colleagues that he was a racist." Mr. Sessions has called the Voting Rights Act of 1965 a 
“piece of intrusive legislation.” Under him, the Justice Department would "most likely focus less on 
prosecutions of minority voter suppression and more on rooting out voter fraud, that hallowed 
conservative myth." Sessions appears to be a throwback to a primitive form of "morality." For 
instance, he told the Senate: "Good people don’t smoke marijuana." Sessions also appeared to 
defend Donald Trump from accusations of sexual assault, by claiming that grabbing a woman's 
genitals is not sexual assault! Sessions also voted against the 2013 Violence Against Women Act. 
Thomas Figures, a black attorney, said that Sessions called him “boy” and warned him to “be careful 
what you say to white folks.” Sessions, by Figures’ account, also said that he was “OK” with the Ku 
Klux Klan, but changed his mind after learning that they were “pot-smokers.” 


Where is Trump's Christian Charity? 


In the aftermath of the 2001 terror attack on the World Trade Center, Donald Trump, a billionaire 
son of New York City, did not make a single charitable donation to any of the not-for-profit groups 
that provided aid to 9-11 survivors, rescue workers, or the families of cops and firemen who died 
trying to save others, according to Internal Revenue Service records. While business moguls raced 
to write seven-figure checks and schoolchildren emptied their piggy banks, Trump’s charitable 
foundation—the vehicle through which the Republican presidential candidate’s philanthropy 
trickles—apparently did not feel the need or responsibility to offer such financial help. 


Moreover, Donald Trump is notorious for selling expensive baubles through his Fifth Avenue 
properties, while doing everything in his power to make sure that disabled American vets are not 
allowed to street vend on Fifth Avenue. Should we be surprised that his family controls the building 
at 666 Fifth Avenue? 


The record suggests that Trump made no personal contributions to relief efforts for 9-11, Hurricane 
Katrina or Hurricane Sandy. He rousts disabled vets who try to earn a living on Fifth Avenue, even 
though Trump sells merchandise on Fifth Avenue himself. And yet Trump has the audacity to claim 
that "I have a bigger heart than all of them."

The high-rise tower at 666 Fifth Avenue South is owned by Jared Kushner, the son-in-law of Donald 
Trump and the husband of his daughter Ivanka Trump.

The name Kushner means "furrier," or someone who provides luxurious garments to the rich, at the 
expense of the lives of poor animals.
